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Biographical  Sketches  §f  Jacksons 

Their  Families  and  (iy4ncestors 


THE  family  name  Jackson  is  of  Scotch-Irish  nomenclature.  There  is 
a  tradition  that  the  original  name  was  McShane  (McSh^n)  and  at  some  early 
period  the  King  of  England  issued  a  decree  that  all  families  in  a  certain  ter¬ 
ritory  who  were  not  English,  should  assume  English  names,  and  the  McShanes 
assumed  the  name  Jackson.  In  the  early  history  of  England,  Ireland  and 
Scotland,  they  were  frequently  at  war  among  themselves,  and  it  seems  that 
whatever  territory  was  taken  by  conquest  was  held  by  the  conquerors.  The 
date  of  the  traditional  decree  and  the  name  of  the  King  issuing  it  are  unknown 
to  the  writer. 

The  name  Jackson  is  connected  with  early  Co'onial  settlement  in  Vir¬ 
ginia.  Most  of  the  Jacksons  who  came  from  the  old  country  came  Iroin 
Ireland,  a  few  from  England,  and  Scotland.  Among  the  early  settlers  in  Vir¬ 
ginia  were  the  Clarks  and  Bollings  who  came  from  England  early  in  the 
seventeenth  century.  The  Clarks,  Bollings,  Halls,  Dixons,  Abernathys, 
Abercrombies,  Booths  and  Cockes,  (the  Abercrombies  and  Abernathys  were 
Scotch,  but  it  seems  some  Abernathys  came  from  Wales)  lived  in  Virginia  and 
to  some  extent  intermarried. 

There  is  a  tradition  that  in  the  middle  or  latter  part  of  the  seventeenth 
century  seven  brothers  named  Jackson  came  from  Ireland  and  settled  in  Vir¬ 
ginia,  and  their  descendants  migrated  into  the  Carolinas,  Tennessee,  Georgia 
and  Alabama,  and  most  of  the  numerous  Jacksons  in  those  states  are  of  that 
stock.  The  Jacksons,  Clarks,  Halls  and  norlands  intermarried. 

In  many  states  of  the  South  the  name  Jackson  is  cherished.  In  North 
Carolina  the  birth  place  of  Andrew  Jackson,  the  seventh  president  of  the 
United  States.  In  Virginia  the  birth  place  of  the  great  and  beloved  soldier  of 
the  Confederacy,  General  Thomas  Jonathan  (Stonewall)  Jackson;  and  in 
other  commonwealths  they  revere  the  name  that  represents  their  scientists, 
inventors,  educators,  authors,  physicians,  jurists,  Industrialists,  economic  and 
political  leaders. 

Before  the  year  1800  the  Jacksons  of  Virginia  had  become  firmly  es¬ 
tablished  in  Georgia  and  we  find  that  most  of  the  Jackson  families  of  Ala¬ 
bama  came  from  several  counties  of  Georgia.  We  now  take  up  the  different 
families  of  Jacksons;  the  first  of  wliich  we  consider  is  the  lineal  ancestry  of 
the  writer,  a  grandson  of  Andrew  Jackson  of  Georgia  and  Alabama,  and  great- 
great  grandson  of  William  Jackson  who  immigrated  to  America. 

William  Jackson  came  from  Scotland  to  Virginia.  Walter  Jackson  and 
his  sister  Elizabeth,  came  from  Ireland  to  Virginia.  Their  father  was  Ben¬ 
jamin  Jackson,  a  native  of  Ireland.  William  and  Elizabeth  Jackson  married. 
Not  long  afterwards  William  was  killed  in  the  then  “thinly  settled  Virginia 
country,”  but  how  killed  is  unknown  to  the  writer.  Soon  after  his  death  his 
widow  had  born  in  Baltimore  a  son  who  was  also  named  William.  “The  widow 
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then  married  a  man  by  the  name  of  Borland,  by  whom  several  children  were 
born.”  The  family  moved  to  Georgia  and  settled  in  |^aldwin  county,  near  Mil- 
Jedgeville.  There  William  Jackson  Jr.,  married  Elizabeth  Borland  (possibly  a 
relative  of  his  step-father  Borland)  in  1784.  The  children  of  William  and 
Elizabeth  (Borland)  Jackson  were  Ruth,  Elizabeth,  Andrew,  Wi’liam,  Abraham 
Borland  and  Rebecca.  (The  names  of  these  children  was  furnished  the  writer 
by  Mrs.  Win.  M.  Teague,  a  granddaughter  of  Abraham  Borland  Jackson.  The 
youngest  daughter  of  Andrew  Jackson  who  is  88  years  old,  told  the  writer  that 
her  father  was  left  an  orphan  when  he  was  four  years  old,  and  that  he  had  a 
brother  John,  whom  she  never  heard  him  speak  of  till  she  was  grown.  That 
this  brother,  John,  left  the  fami’y  in  Georgia  soon  after  his  father’s  death 
and  went  to  Texas.) 

Ruth  Jackson  married  Newton  Howe.  She  died  in  Baldwin  County, 
Georgia.  She  left  one  child.’ 

Rebecca  Jackson  married  K.  P.  Tyson.  She  died  and  was  buried  in  Jones 
County,  Georgia  near  Clinton,  leaving  one  child. 

Elizabeth  Jackson  married  Jacob  Moore  and  lived  and  died  in  Montgom¬ 
ery  County,  Alabama.  Their  children  were  Martha.  Andrew,  Coleman,  Nubal, 
Dido  and  Mark.  Coleman  Moore  and  some  younger  members  of  the  family 
live  in  the  southern  part  of  Montgomery  county  around  Strata.  The  Moore 
family  scattered,  some  of  them  moving  to  Texas  after  the  Civil  War. 

Martha  Moore  was  twice  married.  Her  first  husband’s  name  wos  Dyer, 
by  whom  she  had  two  children.  Carry  and  Benjamin.  Her  second  husband’s 
name  was  Smilie,  by  whom  she  had  three  children,  Kitty,  Jack  and  Dido. 
Carrie  Dyer  married  first  a  man  by  the  name  of  Dryer  by  whom  she  had  two 
sons,  Thomas  and  Benjamin.  Her  second  husband  was  Thomas  C.  Drakeford 
by  whom  she  had  two  sons,  John  H.  and  William  C.  The  Drakefords  canu 
to  Alabama  from  South  Carolina  and  lived  in  Montgomery  county,  later  mov¬ 
ing  to  Tuskegee  where  they  have  lived  for  many  years,  being  prominent  In 
business  affairs. 

The  Drakefords  and  Dryers  of  Tuskegee  are  related  to  the  Jacksons 
\hrough  the  family  of  Jacob  and  Elizabeth  (Jackson)  Moore.  Andrew  Jackson, 
son  of  William  and  Elizabeth  (Borland)  Jackson;  grandson  of  William  the 
Immigrant,  was  born  in  Baldwin  County,  Georgia,  March  2,  1800.  Married 
Mary  Davis,  November  18,  1824.  Mary  Davis  was  born  August  27,  1805.  The 
children  of  Andrew  and  Mary  (Davis)  Jackson  were  nine'  in  number:  Wil¬ 
liam  Cicero,  Mary  Ann  Elizabeth,  Ruth  R.,  Julia  E.,  Simeon  DeWitt,  Jael  Heoer, 
Andrew,  Jr.,  Martha  Ann  and  Louisa  DeAubrey. 

Andrew  Jackson  moved  from  Georgia  to  Alabama  while  he  wa.s  yet  a 
young  man;  the  exact  date  the  writer  has  been  unable  to  determine.  He 
moved  to  Lowndes  County,  Alabama,  in  1834,  whether  from  Georgia  or  some 
point  in  Alabama  is  uncertain.  He  remained  in  Lowndes  county,  but  a  short 
time  and  moved  to  Macon  county.  He  and  his  brother  Abram  lived  near  Tus¬ 
kegee  in  1836  when  the  remnant  of  Creek  Indians  went  on  the  war-path  against 
the  white  settlers  the  last  time.  Many  years  ago  I  read  a  story  in  the  Tus¬ 
kegee  News  (a  newspaper  published  in  Tuskegee)  written  by  an  old  citizen 
of  Macon  county  (I  think  it  was  G.  W.  (Whit)  Hardy)  which  related  that 
when  the  attitude  of  the  Indians  became  menacing,  the  white  settlers  around 
Tuskegee  built  some  kind  of  a  fort  in  Tuskegee  and  moved  their  families  into 
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[  it  for  protection.  The  men  would  spend  part  of  the  time  looking  after  their 
f  possession^t  home.  The  writer  of  the  story  said  that  Andrew  Jackson  and  his 
1  brother  Abram  lived  about  three  miles  from  Tuskegee  on  Eufaubee  Creek; 
f  that  they  had  moved  their  families  into  Tuskegee  and  they  were  looking  after 
I  their  possession^at  home.  One  morning  Andrew  saddled  his  horse  and  started 
:  to  Tuskegee,  leaving  two  friendly  Indians  with  his  brother.  Before  he  had 
I  gotten  far  from  home  he  heard  the  fire  of  a  rifle  back  at  the  settlement.  He 
I  concluded  the  Indians  had  slain  his  brother,  and  ran  his  horse  into  Tuskegee, 

•  crying  the  Indians  are  coming;  they  have  killed  my  brother  and  I  have  es- 
I  caped.  The  people  were  much  excited  for  a  time,  but  when  no  Indians  came,  a 

party  ventured  out  to  investigate  and  found  that  Abram  and  the  Indians  were 
tinkering  with  an  old  flint  and  steel  rifle  and  discharged  it  accidentally. 

I  Abram  Jackson  built  the  first  bridge  across  Eufaubee  Creek,  near  wnere 

’  he  lived,  on  the  road  between  Tuskegee  and  Notasulga  and  that  place  goes 

*  by  the  name  of  Jackson’s  bridge  till  this  day,  almost  a  century  later. 

Andrew  Jackson  acquired  considerable  real  estate  at  the  site  of  what 
i  is  now  and  has  been  for  many  years  Notasulga,  formerly  known  as  Moore’s 
Cross  Roads,  a  station  on  a  stage-coach  line,  running  from  somewhere  to 
j  .somewhere  else,  unknown  to  the  writer.  He  owned  a  home  and  lived  a  short 
time,  about  1850-53,  in  Tallapoosa  county,  near  Reeltown,  a  hamlet  not  far 
from  Souchahatchee  Creek,  and  about  eight  miles  from  Notasulga.  He  moved 
back  to  Nota.sulga  about  1853  where  he  lived  til  1803.  There  is  on  record  in 
the  court  house  at  Tuskegee,  a  deed  made  by  Andrew  Jackson  to  The  Mont¬ 
gomery  Railroad  Company,  dated  in  1849  to  a  parcel  of  land  at  Notasulga,  pre¬ 
sumably  for  right-of-way  for  said  railroad,  now  the  Western  of  Alabama  Rail¬ 
road,  which  was  the  second  railroad  built  in  Alabama. 

A  man  by  the  name  of  Bayzer  was  the  first  agent  for  the  railroad  at 
Notasulga.  He  served  a  short  time  and  died,  and  was  succeeded  by  Andrew 
Jackson,  who  served  in  that  capacity  for  several  years,  resigned  and  was  suc¬ 
ceeded  by  his  son,  William  C.  Jackson,  who  was  conscripted  in  1804  by  the 
Confederate  Government  to  serve  in  the  army,  and  a  man  by  the  name  of 
William  (Bill)  King  succeeded  him  as  agent  at  Notasulga. 

Andrew  Jackson  sold  Ids  property  in  and  near  Notasulga  to  Rev.  John 
C.  Burruss,  a  Universalist  preacher,  and  moved  to  Coffee  County,  Alabama, 
in  1863,  and  settled  near  Elba.  His  wife,  Mary  (Davis)  Jackson  inherited  a 
few  slaves  from  her  father’s  estate.  In  1868  the  writer,  a  grandson  of  Andrew 
Jackson,  visited  his  grandparents  in  company  with  his  parents,  and  the  ex¬ 
slaves  were  still  living  with  their  former  master  and  mistres.'j  and  seemed  to 
love  them.  Mary  (Davis)  Jackson  died  December  20,  1869,  aged  64,  and  was 
buried  near  Elba.. 

Andrew  Jackson  was  a  teacher  and  farmer.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
Christian  Church,  sometimes  called  the  Cami^ellite  Church  after  its  founder, 
Alexander  Campbell;  now  known  as  the  Disciple.^ of  Christ.  He  died  January 
5,  1889,  lacking  about  2  months  of  being  89  years  old,  and  was  buried  near  Elba. 

Mary  Fllizabeth  (Lizzie)  oldest  daughter  of  Andrew  Jackson,  was  born 
April  28,  1827;  married  John  M.  Tankard  July  18,  1847.  F^our  chi’dren  were 
born  to  them;  George,  Howard,  Mary  and  Julia, 

John  M.  Tankard  died  November  16,  1853  and  his  wife,  Lizzie  (Jackson) 
Tankard  died  January  5,  1854.  They  were  both  buried  at  Notasulga.  The 
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children  were  reared  in  the  home  of  their  grandfather,  Andrew  Jackson.  They 
are  all  dead.  Mary  married  Frank  Reynolds  and  Julia  married  James  Walker, 
both  of  Coffee  County,  Alabama. 

Ruth  Jackson,  daughter  of  Andrew  Jackson,  was  born  January  10,  1829. 
She  never  married;  was  mother  to  the  four  orphan  children  of  her  sister 
Elizabeth  (Jackson)  Tankard.  She  died  August  19,  1912  and  was  buried  near 
Elba.

Julia  E.  Jackson,  daughter  of  Andrew  Jackson,  was  born  January  2,  1831 
and  died  Oct.  11.  1863  and  was  buried  near  Elba.  She  was  never  married. 


Simeon  D.  Jackson,  son  of  Andrew  Jackson,  was  born  August  19,  1832. 
He  married,  but  the  writer  does  not  know  the  date  nor  the  name  of  the 
v/oman  he  married,  except  her  given  name  was  Mattie.  They  had  two  children, 
both  of  whom  died  in  childhood.  He  died  of  sickness  in  a  Confederate  army 
hospital  October  4,  1862,  and  was  buried  at  Greenville,  Ala.  His  widow  mar¬ 
ried  Dr.  Blaum,  a  dentist  of  Greenville. 

Jael  Heber  Jackson,  daughter  of  Andrew  Jackson,  was  born  IMay  12, 
1836;  died  January  15,  1857  and  was  buried  at  Notasulga.  She  was  never 
married. 


Andrew  Jack'Son,  Jr.,  son  of  Andrew  Jackson,  was  born  March  7,  1838 
Died  October  27,  18^jit  and  was  buried  at  Notasulga. 

Martha  J4ckson,  daughter  of  Andrew  Jackson,  was  born  September 
1,  1840.  Never  iiiV;|'|ed.  Was  a  teacher.  Died  February  23,  1923  and  was 
L-uried  near  Elba. 


Louisa  DeAubi^iV  Jackson,  daughter  of  Andrew  Jackson,  was  born  May 
18,  1842.  Was  marpPd  to|Nathaniel  M.  Bayzar  December  1,  1859.  Two  chil¬ 
dren  were  born  to  triem,  Wade  and  Frank.  Wade  was  drowned  at  Garland, 
Ala.,  when  about  18 -years  old  and  was  buried  at  Notasulga.  Frank  married 
and  reared  three  daughters.  He  lives  at  Letohatchie,  Lowndes  County,  Ala 
Ilis  mother  lives  with  him.  She  is  88  years  old  (May  18,  1930)  and  is  the  last 
living  member  pf  her  father’s  family.  Her  husband,  Nathaniel  M.  Bayzer, 
died  April  19,  1918  and  was  buried  at  Letohachie,  Ala. 


William  Cicero '  Jackson,  oldest  son  of  Andrew  Jackson,  was  born  De- 
cember  2,  1825.  There  is  some  uncertainty  as  to  where  he  was  born,  but  the 
best  information  obtainable  indicates  that  he  was  born  near  Thomaston,  Ga. 
Frank  Bayzer,  grandson  of  Andrew  Jackson,  thinks  “grandpa”  was  married  in 
what  is  now  Crenshaw '  County^  Ala.,  and  it  is  possibly  so,  since  Elizabeth 
(Jackson)  Moore,  sistei^  {“of/ And,i-ew  Jackson  lived  and  died  in  Montgomery 
county,  and  some  meirffcer^  of  t6e  Moore  family  still  live  near  the  line  of 
Montgomery  and  Cren^:,y^'|A'  counties,  around  Strata.  However  that  may  be. 
1  remember  well  heiSriiig^y  father,  William  C.  Jackson  say  his  father  moved 
to  Lowndes  county  whenWie  (father)  was  nine  years  old.  Whether  he  moved 
from  Georgia  or  some  point  in  Alabama  I  can’t  determine  definitely. 

Anyhow,  William  C.  Jackson  moved  with  his  father,  Andrew  Jackson 
to  Lowndes  county  in  1834.  Shortly  afterwards  he  moved  to  Macon  county 
•where  he  grew  to  manhood,  laboring  on  the  farm  and  superintending  the  work 
of  a  few  slaves  on  his  father’s  farm.  He  served  for  a  time  as  plantation  over¬ 
seer  for  one  Mrs.  McLaren  between  Notasulga  and  Chehaw.  December  16, 
1852  he  was  married  to  Nancy  Caro’ine  Peterson,  of  Tallapoosa  county,  daugh- 
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ter  of  William  B.  Peterson  and  Edna  (Newman)  Peterson,  born  May  2,  1833  in 
Newbery  District,  S,  C.,  and  came  with  her  widowed  mother  and  grandfather 
Newman  to  Tallapoosa  County,  Ala.,  in  1840  or  41.  (Her  mother,  Edna  New¬ 
man  was  born  June  16,  1804  and  died  Mary  24,  1891).  He  lived  on  Soucha- 
hatchee  Creek  near  Reeltown,  where  his  oldest  son,  William  Andrew  Jackson, 
was  born  September  23,  1853.  He  moved  back  to  Macon  county  and  settled 
one  mile  south  of  Notasulga,  where  his  second  son  Simeon  Cicero  Jackson,  was 
born  September  3,  1856,  and  his  third  son,  Charles  Beaufort  Jackson  was  born 
November  27,  1862. 

He  served  for  a  time  (the  records  having  been  destroyed  the  writer 
don’t  know  how  long)  as  agent  for  the  railroad  at  Notasulga.  As  stated  be¬ 
fore,  he  was  drafted  for  service  in  the  Confederate  Army  in  1864.  He  served 
in  the  army  till  the  war  ended  and  he  was  discharged.  He  returned  home  a 
very  poor  man,  but  by  industry  and  rigid  economy  on  the  part  of  himself  and 
wife,  he  made  a  good  living  for  his  little  family  on  a  poor-land  farm.  In  1869 
he  sold  his  little  home,  consisting  of  82  acres  of  very  poor  land  and  moved  to 
Tallapoosa  county,  six  or  seven  miles  from  Notasulga,  where  he  bought  232 
acres  of  rough  red-hill  land  on  Souchahatchee  Creek  where  he  farmed  and  fin¬ 
ished  rearing  his  family,  and  where  his  two  youngest  children,  Robert  Lee  and 
Mary  Edna,  twins,  were  born  February  26,  1871.  He  lived  there  about  30  years, 
and  moved  back  to  Macon  county  where  he  spent  his  last  years  an  invalid  and 
blind.  He  and  his  wife  lived  for  a  time  with  Robert  L.,  the  youngest  son. 
Later  they  lived  in  a  house  to  themselves  ne^ar  the  residence  of  the  second  son 
Simeon  C.,  where  he  died  suddenly  March  31,  1912,  aged  86  years,  3  months  and 
28  days  and  was  buried  in  Bethlehem  cemetery  near  Nota-sulga.  His  widow 
made  her  home  with  her  son  Simeon  C  till  she  died  December  3,  1923,  age  90 
years,  7  months  and  1  day,  and  was  buried  beside  husband.  He  and  his  wife 
were  members  of  the  Christian  Church  (now  Disciples  of  Christ).  He  was  a 
staunch  democrat,  but  was  unobtrusive  and  never  sought  political  preferment. 

William  Andrew  Jackson,  son  of  William  C.  Jackson,  was  born  in  Tal¬ 
lapoosa  County,  Alabama,  near  Reelto£»»KSeptember  23,  1853.  Married  Martha 
J.  Arant  November  18,  1875.  He  farmed  in  Tallapoosa  and  Macon  counties 
lor  many  years.  He  engaged  in  the  mereantile  business  at  Notasulga  fo-r  a 
lew  years  late  in  life.  He  died  January  1,  1914  at  his  home  in  Notasulga  and 
was  buried  in  the  cemetery  there.  His  widow  still  survives  and  Is  living  in 
Tuskegee.  He  was  a  deacon  in  the  Missionary  Baptist  Church.  He  was  a 
staunch  democrat  but  never  sought  office.  He  served  several  years  as  Justice 
of  the  Peace  under  appointment. 

The  children  of  William  Andrew  and  Martha  (Arant)  Jackson  were 
Jesse  Lee,  Joseph,  who  died  in  childhood,  Fletcher  L.  and  Frances.  Jesse  Lee 
grew  to  manhood  on  the  farm.  He  attended  Howard  College  at  Birmingham, 
obtaining  the  A.  B.  and  A.  M.  Degrees.  He  is  a  minister  in  the  Missionary 
Baptist  Church;  is  a  graduate  of  the  Baptist  Seminary,  at  Louisville,  Ky.  He 
is  now  (1930)  pastor  of  Kirkwood  Baptist  Church  in  Atlanta,  where  he  has 
been  for  about  fifteen  consecutive  years.  He  married  Ada  Wilson  of  Russell¬ 
ville,  Ala.  They  have  three  living  children,  one  daughter  and  two  .sons,  (one 
daughter  died  in  infancy).  His  wife,  Ada  (Wilson)  Jackson  is  an  accom¬ 
plished  musician  and  con.secrated  Christian,  and  has  supported  him  faithfully 
in  his  ministerial  work,  serving  as  organist  and  choir  director. 
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Fletcher  has  followed  the  life  of  traveling  salesman.  He  married  Fan¬ 
nie  Hardwick  of  Notasulga.  They  have  two  children,  a  daughter  and  son. 

Frances  was  educated  at  Judson  College,  Marion,  Ala.  She  taught  a 
few  years,  married  Frank  Sego  and  lives  in  Tuskegee.  She  has  one  child,  a  son. 

Simeon  C.  Jackson  son  of  William  C.  Jackson,  was  born  in  Macon  coun¬ 
ty,  Alabama,  one  mile  south  of  Notasulga,  September  3,  1856.  He  spent  his 
life  on  the  farm  in  Tallapoosa  and  Macon  counties  near  Notasulga.  He  was 
a  successful  farmer,  a  democrat  and  a  member  of  the  Primitive  Baptist  Church. 
He  was  married  to  Louellen  Atkins  December  1,  1878.  Their  children  were 
Harvey,  Beaufort,  Homer,  Oscar,  Albert  C.,  Ruth  and  Walter.  His  wife,  Lou¬ 
ellen  •  (Atkins)  Jackson  died  in  19/^  and  was  buried  in  Bethlehem  cemetery 
near  Notasulga.  He  later  married  Arie  Pratt.  To  this  union  one  child  was 

born,  a  daughter,  Evelyn.  He  died  January  17,  1924  and  was  buried  beside  his 

first  wife  in  Bethlehem  cemetery.  His  last  wife  Arie  (Pratt)  Jackson,  and  her 
daughter  Evelyn,  live  at  their  home  in  Notasulga. 

Harvey  and  Beaufort  Jackson  own  and  operate  farms  near  Notasulga. 
Homer  owns  and  operates  a  farm  near  Reeltown  in  Tallapoosa  county,  about 
eight  miles  from  Notasulga.  Oscar  has  followed  farming  at  Thorsby,  Ala., 
and  other  points;  lives  now  (1930)  at  Talladega.  Ruth  married  John  Thomme 
a  farmer  and  lives  in  Georgia  near  West  Point.  Walter  lives  at  Opelika. 

Albert  C.  Jackson  is  the  only  member  of  his  father’s  family  who  aspired 

to  a  professional  life.  He  graduated  with  the  B.  S.  Degree  at  the  University 

of  Alabama  in  1910.  He  taught  one  year  at  Lanett,  Ala.,  and  was  principal  of 
the  public  school  at  Loachapoka,  Ala.,  one  year.  He  clerked  In  a  drug  store 
at  Tuskegee  a  short  time.  He  studied  medicine  at  Tulane  University  at  New 
Orleans,  graduating  with  the  degree  of  M.  D.  in  1916.  He  .served  as  interne 
at  Charity  Hosiptal,  New  Orleans  during  1916  and  1917.  He  volunteered  for 
service  in  the  Medical  Corps  soon  after  the  United  States  entered  the  World 
War,  and  was  called  for  active  duty  December  25,  1917,  with  a  commission  as 
first  Lieutenant. 

After  spending  six  weeks  at  the  medical  officers’  training  camp  at  Fort 
Oglethorpe,  Ga.,  he  had  six  weeks’  special  training  at  Mayo  Clinic,  Rochester, 
Minn.,  and  was  then  assigned  duty  at  Base  Hospital,  Fort  Sill,  Okla.  Later  he 
was  on  duty  at  Camp  Grant  in  Illinois  with  Base  Hospital  No.  53,  preparing 
for  overseas  duty.  Sept.  4,  1918  he  landed  at  Bordeaux,  France.  He  served 
one  month  with  an  operating  team  in  Evacuation  Hospital  No.  10,  on  the  Ver¬ 
dun  sector.  Then  he  was  returned  to  his  original  outfit.  Base  Hospital,  No.  53, 
at  Rimaucourt.  He  remained  with  this  unit  till  March  1919.  He  returned  to 
the  United  States  and  was  honorably  discharged  at  Camp  Jackson,  S.  C., 
May  6,  1919. 

He  located  in  Birmingham  and  was  associate  surgeon  at  Birmingliam 
Infirmary  for  two  and  a  half  years.  In  the  latter  part  of  1923  he  located  in 
Jasper  where  he  was  instrumental  in  getting  the  Walker  County  Hospital  or¬ 
ganized,  of  which  he  is  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  chief  surgeon. 
He  is  a  skillful  surgeon  and  enjoys  a  large  practice.  He  is  a  Methodist,  a 
steward  in  the  church,  a  democrat  and  a  Mason,  being  a  Knight  Templar  and 
Shriner. 

February  18,  1920,  he  was  married  to  Enoree  Farrar,  of  Birmingham. 
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They  have  two  lovely  little  girls,  Jean  Belton  and  Jacqueline.  They  occupy  a 
[  beautiful  well-kept  home  on  Ninth  Avenue. 

Charles  Beaufort  Jackson,  son  of  William  C.  and  Nancy  Caroline  (Peter¬ 
son)  Jackson,  was  born  one  mile  south  of  Notasulga,  Ala.,  November  27,  18G2. 
When  seven  years  old  he  moved  with  his  father’s  family  to  Tallapoosa  county 
I  and  grew  and  labored  on  a  rough  hilly  farm  on  Souchahatchee  Creek.  Owing 
I  to  the  impoverished  condition  of  the  country  and  lack  of  school  funds  during 
I  the  few  years  following  the  Civil  War,  his  opportunities  to  obtain  an  education 
[  were  very  meagre.  He  entered  upon  the  study  of  medicine  when  he  was  ,  21 
I  years  old,  graduated  with  the  degree  of  M.  D.  with  honors,  from  the  Atlanta 
I  Medical  College  (now  medical  department  of  Emory  University)  in  188G.  He 
I  did  post  graduate  work  at  the  New  York  Polyclinic  in  1896  and  again  in  1909. 
;  He  located  in  Walker  county  in  1886  and  practiced  at  Dora  more  than  twenty 
I  years,  with  an  interim  of  a  few  months  spent  in  Birmingham. 

I  He  located  in  Jasper  in  1909.  In  1913  he  moved  to  Tuscaloosa  county, 

'  and  back  to  Jasper  in  1914,  where  he  has  since  practiced  continuously.  In 

i  1923  he  spent  a  month  in  New  Orleans  studying  anesthesia  under  Dr.  Ansel  M. 
Caine  at  the  hospitals  there.  Since  1923  he  has  specialized  in  anesthesia  and 
is  the  chief  anesthetist  at  Walker  County  Hospital.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
i  Medical  Association  of  the  State  of  Alabama,  and  of  the  Walker  County  Med- 
!  ical  Society;  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Cen.sors  and  committee  of  public 

j  health  in  the  latter  society;  a  member  of  the  Southern  Medical  Association, 

■  and  ex-fellow  of  the  American  Medical  Association.  He  has  been  president 
of  the  Walker  County  Medical  Society,  and  county  physician. 

^  He  was  married  March  6,  1888  to  Sarah  Prances  Walker  of  Walker

county.  They  have  two  children,  Charles  B.  Jackson,  Jr.,  and  Helen  Lucile 
Jackson.  He  is  a  Methodist  and  has  served  many  years  as  steward  in  the 
church.  He  has  served  as  alderman  and  mayor  of  Dora,  Ala.  He  is  a  demo¬ 
crat  and  a  Mason;  Past  Master  of  Davis  Fraternal  Lodge  No.  483  at  Dora.  He 
and  his'  wife  live  alone  on  Delaware  Avenue,  Jasper,  Alabama. 

Charles  B.  Jackson,  Jr.,  son  of  Charles  B.  and  Sarah  Frances  (Walker) 
Jackson  was  born  March  5,  1889  at  Dora,  Ala.  He  was  educated  in  the  public 
vschools  of  Dora,  In  Branham  and  Hughes  Prep,  School  at  Spring  Hill,  Tcnn., 
and  at  Birmingham  Col’ege  (now  Birmingham-Southern  College).  He  mar¬ 
ried  Kathleen  Hayes,  daughter  of  J.  M.  Hayes,  of  Jasper,  Ala.,  January  4,  1917. 
He  was  employed  some  years  as  time-keeper  in  the  office  of  the  Pratt  Con- 
colidated  Coal  Company  at  Cordova.  He  was  later  employed  by  the  Barney 
Coal  Company  as  mine  foreman  and  in  a  short  time  advanced  to  the  position 
of  superintendent.  He  acquired  stock  in  the  company.. 

The  Barney  Coal  Company  sold  its  holdings  in  Alabama  and  he  is  su¬ 
perintendent  and  part  owner  of  Barney  Coal  Company’s  Sterling  Mine  at 
Manring,  Tenn.,  in  the  Middlesborough  district.  He  is  a  Methodist,  a  demo¬ 
crat  and  a  Mason,  being  a  Knight  Templar  and  Shriner. 

Helen  Lucile  Jackson,  daughter  of  Charles  B.  and  Sarah  Frances  (Wal¬ 
ker)  Jackson,  was  born  September  1,  1901,  at  Dora,  Ala.  She  was  educated 
in  the  city  schools  of  Jasper  and  Tuscaloosa,  in  Alabama  College  at  Montevallo 
and  Woman’s  College  at  Montgomery,  having  an  A.  B.  Degree  from  the  latter 
institution.  She  has  taken  training  In  accounting  and  for  some  time  has 
been  doing  clerical  work  in  New  York. 
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Robert  Lee  Jackson,  son  of  William  C.  Jackson  and  Nancy  Caroline 
(Peterson)  Jackson,  was  born  in  Tallapoosa  County,  Alabama,  February  26, 
1871.  He  lived  and  wrought  on  the  farm  till  he  was  about  35  years  old,  when 
he  moved  to  Notasulga  and  engaged  in  the  mercantile  business,  and  where 
he  still  resides  and  continues  the  mercantile  business  (1930).  He  was  married 
to  Mattie  Dozier,  December  12,  1901.  She  has  been  a  great  sufferer  from 
arthritis  deformans  nearly  all  her  married  life,  and  her  Christian  fortitude 
and  his  tender  devotion  to  her  has  been  beautiful.  He  is  a  deacon  in  the 
Missionary  Baptist,  a  Mason  and  a  democrat. 

Mary  Edna  Jackson,  daughter  of  William  C.  Jackson  and  Nancy  Caro¬ 
line  (Peterson)  Jackson,  was  born  Feby.  26,  1871,  she  and  Robert  Lee  are  twins. 
She  was  married  January  10,  1889  to  Robert  H.  Tucker,  a  young  farmer.  They 
have  lived,  wrought  and  prospered  on  the  farm.  They  lived  several  years  near 
Notasulga  in  Macon  county,  then  moved  to  Lee  county,  near  Opelika,  where 
they  now  live  (1930).  They  reared  a  family  of  five  children,  Edna,  Hubert, 
Charles,  Brewer  and  Harmon.  Brewer  died  while  a  youth.  Edna  married 
LaFayette  Bentley  and  lives  at  Notasulga.  The  three  brothers  have  all  married, 
but  the  maiden  names  of  their  wives  are  unknown  to  the  writer.  They  are 
members  of  the  Christian  church  and  their  son  Charles  is  a  minister  of  that 
faith. 

Abraham  Borland  Jackson,  son  of  William  and  Elizabeth  (Borland)  Jack- 
son,  was  born  in  Baldwin  County,  Georgia,  near  the  year  1800,  (probably  1798). 
When  a  young  man  he  moved  to  Alabama  and  lived  near  Tuskegee  in  Macon 
county  for  several  years.  He  lived  an  Eufaubee  Creek,  about  three  miles  from 
Tuskegee  in  1836.  He  built  the  first  bridge  across  Eufaubee  Creek  between 
Tuskegee  and  Notasulga,  and  that  place  still  bears  the  name  of  Jackson’s 

bridge.  There  are  records  in  the  probate’s  office  at  Tuskegee  of  mortgages 

taken  by  him  on  property  to  secure  indebtedness  in  1845.  showing  that  he  lived 
in  Macon  county  several  years.  His  granddaughter,  Mrs.  Wm.  M.  Teague  has 
an  old  letter  written  by  him  from  Tuskegee  to  his  son,  John  W.  A.  Jackson  in 
1847.  He  later  lived  near  Pine  Level  in  Montgomery  county.  He  was  twice 
married,  first  to  Nancy  Urquhart,  Two  children  were  born  to  tliem.  Rebecca 
Nancy  and  John  William  Alexander.  Nancy  (Urquhart)  Jackson  died  and  he 
married  Martha  Hudnall.  To  this  union  seven  children  were  born;  Mary, 

James,  Robert,  Martha  Ann,  Willis,  Jasper,  and  Crawford.  The  last  two  died 

during  the  Civil  War.  The  writer  never  knew  any  of  these  children  except 
John  W.  A.  and  Willis.  He  lost  sight  of  Willis.  John  W.  A.  Jackson,  whom 
the  writer  knew  and  admired  was  born  October  4,  1824  and  died  in  Montgom¬ 
ery,  Feburay  6,  1901.  He  was  married  November  5,  1845  to  Martha  Elizabeth 
Barnett.  She  was  born  September  8,  1830  and  deid  January  18,  1903.  He 
hved  many  years  in  Montgomery  and  died  there,  aged  77.  He  was  a  mer¬ 
chant,  being  for  years  in  the  hardware  business,  a  member  of  the  firm  of 
Teague,  Barnett,  and  Company,  He  was  a  democrat  and  a  Methodist,  being 
for  many  years  a  member  of  Court  Street  Church,  His  children  were:  Eugenia 
Isabella;  married  Wm.  Martin  Teague  in  1864;  Louisa  Jane,  married  Francis 
Moseley  in  1880;  Leonora  Elizabeth,  married  Henry  M.  Hobble  in  1872;  Ann 
Saunders,  married  Lester  C.  Smith  in  1877;  William  Barnett,  married  Mary

O’Connell;  Emma  Rebecca,  married  Elmer  Veeder. 

The  writer  has  not  been  able  to  get  any  information  as  to  what  became 
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of  William  Jackson,  son  of  William  and  Elizabeth  (Borland)  Jackson  and 
brother  of  Andrew  and  Abraham  Borland  Jackson. 

Now  we  take  up  the  ]ine  of  another  family  of  Jacksons,  related  to  the 
family  of  William  and  Elizabeth  Jackson,  and  William  II  and  Elizabeth  (Bor¬ 
land  Jackson. 

Benjamin  Jackson,  a  native  of  Ireland,  and  probably  spent  his  entire  life 
there;  but  it  is  not  certainly  known  whether  he  immigrated  to  America  or  not. 
Walter  Jackson,  son  of  Benjamin  Jackson,  was  bom  in  the  north  of  Ireland 
i'.nd  immigrated  to  Virginia.  His  sister,  Elizabeth,  married  in  Virginia  Wil¬ 
liam  Jackson,  who  came  from  Scotland.  Walter  Jackson  married  Mary 
Chauncy  Clark.  (The  Clarks  c(^e  from  England).  They  had  six  children, 
Absolom,  Sarah,  Robert,  James,  William  and  Jeremiah. 

Walter  Jackson  and  his  eldest  son  Absolom  served  in  the  Revolutionary 
Army.  W  alter  served  in  the  war  of  1812.  He  died  in  1816  and  was  buried 
probably  at  Washington,  Ga.,  having  migrated  to  Wilkes  County,  Ga.  before 
1773.  His  wife  Mary  (Clark)  Jackson  suffered  great  hardship  during  the  Rev¬ 
olution  providing  for  herself  and  younger  children  while  her  husband  and 
eldest  son  were  in  the  military  service  of  the  Colonies.  Their  homestead  was 
on  the  Indian  frontier  and  was  several  times  destroyed  by  fire.  She  migrated 
with  her  children  to  Alabama  and  died  in  1832  at  the  age  of  about  93  and  was 
buried  near  the  original  site  of  Independence,  Autauga  County. 

The  writer  has  no  history  of  tlie  migrations  and  activities  of  any  of 
the  members  of  the  family  of  Walter  and  Mary  (Clark)  Jackson  except  James 
and  Jeremiah. 

James  Jackson  was  born  at  Washington,  V/ilkes  County,  Ga.,  August  10, 
1773.  Married  in  1796,  Temperance  Motley,  daughter  of  Robert  Motley,  born 
February  15  1779.  He  came  from  Baldwin  County,  Ga.,  to  Autauga  County, 
Alabama  in  1817  or  1818.  James  Jackson  had  been  a  man  of  influence  in 
Georgia.  In  1795  we  find  James  Jackson  a  leader  in  the  political  affairs  of 
Georgia.  In  1796  he  was  the  chief  spokesman  for  Georgia  in  a  meeting  Of 
United  States  Commissioners  with  agents  of  Georgia,  and  a  representative 
dck'fgation  of  Indians  at  Muscogee,  an  Indian  town;  the  object  being  the  for¬ 
mation  of  a  treaty  of  peace  with  the  Creeks  and  the  cession  of  all  the  lands 
between  the  Oconee  and  Ockmulgee  to  Georgia.  The  treaty  was  formed  be¬ 
tween  the  United  States  and  the  Creeks,  but  they  refused  to  cede  any  of  the 
lands  desired  by  Georgia.  The  Georgia  Agents  filed  a  protest  with  the  U.  S. 
Commissioners,  in  which  they  accused  them  of  having  disregarded  the  In- 
tere.sts  of  Georgia  and  brought  charges  against  Mr.  Seagrave,  the  Indian  agent, 
contending  that  he  influenced  the  Creeks  not  to  cede  the  lands  as  far  as 
Ockmulgee.  The  U.  S.  Commissioners  denied  the  allegations.  Seagrave  .  and 
Jackson  became  great  enemies  and  afterwards  fought  a  duel.  .  (See  Pickett's 
history  of  Alabama  pp  448-450).  Again  in  1802  James  Jackson,  Abraham 
Baldwin  and  John  Milledge  represented  Georgia  in  tlie  settlement,  with  U.  S. 
.Commissioners  of  certain  troubles  between  the  United  States  and  Georgia, 
growing  out  of  the  Yazoo  Act,  an  Act  of  the  Georgia  legislature  disposing  of 
certain  lands  in  the  Yazoo  country  that  was  obnoxious  to  the  masses  in  Geor¬ 
gia,  and  was  repealed  by  a  subsequent  legislature  and  its  provisions  abrogated. 
(See  Pickett’s  History  of  Alabama,  page  465).  On  arriving,  in  Alabama  and 
settling  in  Autauga  county  in  1817  he  soon  ranked  with  the  leading  men  of  the 
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county.  He  was  elected  a  member  of  the  constitutional  convention  which  met 
at  Huntsville  and  framed  the  first  Constitution  of  Alabama,  Afterwards  he 
was  several  times  an  active  and  influential  member  of  the  legislature  of  Ala¬ 
bama,  serving  in  both  the  house  and  senate.  He  was  appointed  and  served 
as  magistrate  in  Autauga  county.  He  died  July  19,  1832  at  his  home  in 
Autauga  county.  His  wife.  Temperance  (Motley)  Jackson  died  November  8, 
1832. 

It  will  be  observed  that  James  Jackson,  his  wife  Temperance  (Motleyi 
Jackson,  and  his  mother,  Mary  (Clark)  Jackson,  all  died  in  Autauga  County, 
Alabama  in  1832. 

Absolom  Jackson,  son  of  James  and  Temperance  (Motley)  Jackson,  was 
born  February  26,  1805  in  Wilkes  County,  Georgia,  moved  with  his  father  from 
Baldwin  County,  Georgia  to  Autauga  County,  Alabama,  in  1817.  Married 
September  28,  1826  at  “Ellerslie”,  Autauga  county,  Emma  Bolling  Hall,  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Bolling  and  Jane  (Abercrombie)  Hall,  and  granddaughter  of  Hugh  and 
Mary  (Dixon)  Hall.  He  became  a  large  planter  in  Autauga  county.  Died 
September  22,  1870. 

Crawford  Motley  Jackson,  son  of  James  and  Temperance  (Motley)  Jack- 
son,  was  born  in  Autauga  County,  Alabama,  about  1820.  He  became  a  lawyer 
and  practiced  in  Montgomery,  and  was  also  a  planter  in  Autauga  cjunty.  In 
the  Creek  Indian  war  in  1836  he  held  the  rank  of  general.  He  wrote  a  brief 
biography  of  Albert  J.  Pickett,  the  historian.  He  represented  Autauga  county 
in  the  legislature  in  1843-45-47-55  and  57,  being  speaker  of  the  House  tne 
latter  year.  He  was  never  married;  died  February  27,  1860  near  Coosada,  Ala. 

Dr.  Walter  Clark  Jackson,  physician,  was  born  July  14,  1827  at  “Ellers- 
lie”  the  home  of  his  grandfather  Bolling  Hall  ,in  Autauga,  now  Elmore  county. 
He  was  a  son  of  Absolom  and  Emma  Bolling  (Hall)  Jackson,  his  father  was  a 
large  planter.  He  was  a  grandson  of  James  and  Temperance  (Motley)  Jack- 
son.  His  maternal  grandparents  were  Bolling  Hall  and  Jane  (Abercrombie) 
Hall. 

Bolling  Hall  was  born  in  Dinwiddle  County,  Va.,  October  25,  1767,  and 
died  in  Autauga  County,  Ala.,  February  25,  1836.  His  wife  was  Jane  Aber¬ 
crombie,  daughter  of  Charles  Abercrombie,  a  major  in  the  Revolutionary  army. 
He  (Bolling  Hall)  served  in  the  Revolutionary  army  when  only  16  years  of  age. 
He  moved  to  Georgia  and  became  a  representative  in  the  legislature  and  a 
member  of  Congress  from  that  state.  In  1818  he  moved  to  Alabama  and  set¬ 
tled  in  Autauga  county.  In  1824  he  was  chairman  of  the  reception  committee 
to  welcome  General  LaFayette  to  Alabama,  on  his  triumphal  tour  of  the  United 
states,  and  went  with  a  large  committee  to  Fort  Mitchell,  on  the  Chattahoochee 
River,  where  LaFayette  entered  Alabama  from  Georgia  and  delivered  the  ad¬ 
dress  of  welcome.  His  parents  were  Hugh  Hall  and  Mary  (Dixon)  Hall,  of 
Virginia.  Mrs.  Mary  (Dixon)  Hall’s  mother  was  a  daughter  of  Robert  Aber¬ 
nathy,  who  came  from  Wales. 

Dr.  Jackson  received  his  early  education  in  the  private  schools  of  Elmore 
county,  later  in  the  school  of  S.  S.  Bernan  at  Sparta,  Ga.  In  1844-48  he  was 
9  student  in  the  University  of  Alabama.  In  1852  he  was  graduated  with  the 
degree  of  M.  D.  from  the  Medical  department  of  the  University  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania..  He  entered  upon  the  practice  of  medicine  in  Montgomery  where  he 
continued  throughout  a  long  bu3ine.ss  life  of  50  years.  He  was  an  alderman 
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of  Montgomery,  twice  city  physician,  and  health  officer  of  Montgomery  county. 
Curing  the  war  of  secession  Dr.  Jackson  and  other  physicians  attended  sick 
\nd  wounded  soldiers  in  hospitals  in  the  city.  Twice  he  went  to  attend  wound 
ed  Confederates  elsewhere — in  Richmond  and  in  northern  Georgia.  For  33 
years,  1868-1898  he  was  treasurer  of  the  Medical  Association  of  Alabama,  and 
was  grand  senior  life  counsellor  of  the  association;  president  of  the  Medical 
and  Surgical  Society  of  Montgomery  county.  He  contributed  articles  on 
medical  subjects  that  were  published  in  the  medical  periodicals  of  the  day. 

He  was  a  democrat,  a  Mason  and  a  charter  member  of  the  Knights  of 
Honor.  He  was  married  December  5,  1855  to  Frances  Elvira  (Bibb)  Saffold, 
daughter  of  Rev.  Peyton  Bibb  and  widow  of  Chancellor  Saffold.  Their  chil¬ 
dren  were:  Fannie,  married  John  W.  Brown,  Montgomery,  Alabama; 
Lizzie,  married  Alston  H.  Pickett;  Carrie  Coleman;  Hattie  Emma 
married  Charles  W.  Joseph;  William  Lee;  Hillie  Nanette,  married  George  J. 
Scovel;  Leila,  died  in  infancy;  Sophie  Lee,  married  Dr.  Sheppard  W.  Foster, 
and  lives  at  849  Peachtree  N.  E,,  Atlanta,  Ga. 

Jeremiah  Jackson,  son  of  Walter  and  Mary  (Clark)  Jackson,  was  born 
in  Wilkes  County,  Ga.  Married  Mary  Ann  Carson,  daughter  of  William  Car- 
son,  who  came  from  Ireland  to  South  Carolina  and  later  migrated  to  Alabama. 
Jeremiah  Jackson  migrated  from  Georgia  to  Alabama  settling  first  in  Au¬ 
tauga  county,  and  afterward  moving  to  Macon  county,  living  in  the  eastern  part 
of  the  county,  not  far  from  the  Little  Texas  Camp  Ground. 

Emmett  Carson  Jackson,  farmer  and  legislator,  was  born  near  inde¬ 
pendence,  Autauga  County,  Alabama,  July  31,  1843.  He  was  a  son  of  Jeremiah 
and  Mary  Ann  (Carson)  Jackson,  the  former  a  Georgian  who  moved  to  Ala¬ 
bama  settling  first  in  Autauga  county  and  later  in  Macon  county;  grandson 
of  Walter  and  Mary  (Clark)  Jackson,  the  former  a  soldier  in  the  Revolutionary 
army  and  of  William  Carson,  who  came  from  Ireland  to  South  Carolina  and 
later  moved  to  Alabama.  He  was  educated  in  the  country  schools  of  Autauga 
and  Macon  counties  and  began  farming  in  1867,  after  serving  in  the  CoiPed- 
erate  army.  He  served  in  the  legislature  from  Lee  county  as  an  Alliance 
democrat  in  1890-91;  as  a  Jeffersonian  democrat  in  1892-93;  as  a  Populist 
1894-95;  and  as  a  democrat  1911-1915.  He  served  as  county  commissioner 
1904-1908.  Was  a  member  of  the  Constitutional  Convention  in  1901.  During 
the  war  of  secession  he  was  a  sergeant  in  Company  H,  First  Alabama  regiment. 
He  was  married  November  20,  1866  near  Auburn,  Ala.,  to  Barbara  Fudge  Frazer, 
daughter  of  Alexander  and  Catherine  (Zellars)  Frazer;  granddaughter  of  John 
and  Mildred  (Bond)  Frazer  of  Scotch  descent,  and  of  Jacob  and  Barbara 
(Fudge)  Zellars  of  German  descent.  He  died  not  long  ago,  but  the  writer  does 
not  know  the  date  of  his  death.  He  reared  a  family  of  eight  children;  Wil¬ 
liam  Carson,  Jeremiah,  John  Alexander,  Emmett  Francis  (Prank)  James 
Baxter,  Mell  Frazer,  George  Wallace,  Mary  Catherine. 

One  son,  Emmett  Francis  (Frank)  Jackson  is  in  business  in  Opelika. 
His  wife  was  Gertrude  Peterson,  daughter  of  Henry  Peterson. 
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Genealog-y  of  the  Related  Families  of  Walter  and  William  Jackson 


Walter  Jackson  and  his  sister  Elizabeth  lived  in  Virginia;  they  came 
from  Ireland.  Their  father  was  Benjamin  Jackson,  a  native  and  lifelong  resi¬ 
dent  of  Ireland.

James  Jackson,  Sr.,  pioneer  settler  and  planter,  member  State  Legisla¬ 
ture,  was  born  October  25,  1782,  at  Eallabay,  County  Monoghan,  Ire’and,  and 
died  August  17,  1840,  at  “The  Forks,”  Florence,  Lauderdale  County;  son  of 
James  and  Mary  (Steele)  Jackson,  of  Lisnaboe,  County  Heath,  Ireland;  grand - 
ron  of  Hugh  and  Elinor  (Gault)  Jackson,  of  Carrickmacross.  He  was  educated 
in  Ireland  and  was  a  civil  engineer.  He  immigrated  in  1799  and  settled 
in  Philadelphia;  in  1801,  he  followed  relatives  to  Nashville,  Tennessee,  and 
engaged  In  surveying.  An  old  map  of  Nashville,  1807,  shows  his  two  story 
house,  with  nineteen  others,  they  composing  the  “residential  district”  of  Nash- 
xl’le  of  that  day.  In  1814.  at  tlu'  land  sale,  he  bi'came  one  of  (he  Cypres.s  ('’reek 
1  nul  company,  bought  (‘xtensive  tracts  of  land  in  Lauderdale  county,  and  was 
one  of  the  founders  of  Florence.  He  acquired  a  large  plantation,  at  the  fork.s 
of  Big  and  Little  Cypress  Creeks,  from  the  Indian  Chief,  Double  Head,  whom 
he  permitted  to  still  occupy  his  wigwam.  This  Indian  home  was  only  a  short 
distance  from  the  large  house  he  proceeded  to  build,  and  wliich  is  standing 
l,oday.  He  engaged  in  surveying,  planting  and  breeding  fine  stock.  He  assisted 
in  building  Florence,  with  counsel  and  purse,  and  donated  to  the  Methodist, 
Presbyterian  and  Episcopal  churches,  sites  for  their  buildings;  he  also  gave  th(‘ 
fit 3  of  the  Presbyterian  synodical  college  for  young  women.  He  represented 
Lauderdale  county  in  the  legislature,  1822,  and  was  pre.sident  of  the  senate, 
1830.  He  was  notable  for  his  firmness  and  charity.  The  large  number  ot 
slaves  formed  a  happy  family. 

For  many  years  he  was  an  intimate  friend  of  President  Andrew  Jackson. 
He  was  a  Whig  and  a  Presbyterian.  Married;  December  28,  1810  at  Columbia, 
Tenn.,  to  Mrs.  Sarah  Moore  McCollough,  daughter  of  George  and  Elizabeth 
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Moore,  royal  governor  of  the  Carolina^,  and  his  wife  Anne  Yeamans,  daugiiter 
of  Sir  John  Yeamans,  founder  of  Clarendon  Colony,  .N.  C.,  and  S,  C.,  and 
founder  of  Charleston,  S,  C.  Children:

James  Jackson,  Jr.,  planter,  probate  judge,  lieutenant-colonel,  C.  S.  Army, 
was  born  April  21,  1822,  at  Nashville,  Tenn.,  and  died  August  14,  1879  at  Flor¬ 
ence;  son  of  James,  Sr.,  and  Sarah  (Moore-McCollough)  Jackson;  brother  of 
William  Moore  Jackson.  He  was  educated  in  private  schools  of  Nashville  and 
Florence,  engaged  in  extensive  planting,  built  a  large  plantation  residence,  9 
miles  from  Florence,  which  he  called  “The  Sinks,”  where  he  lived  and  died. 

He  enlisted  in  the  Confederate  service,  April,  1861,  4th  Alabama  infantry 
regiment,  was  wounded  in  the  battle  of  Manassas;  on  recovery  organized  the 
27th  Alabama  infantry  regiment  and  was  elected  lieutenant-colonel;  was  cap¬ 
tured  with  the  regiment  at  Ft,  Donelson,  held  prisoner  7  months,  was  ex¬ 
changed,  and  was  with  his  regiment  in  the  siege  of  Jackson,  Miss.;  participated 
in  the  Georgia  campaign.  Lost  an  arm  at  Kenesaw  Mountain;  later  was  with 
*  Hood  at  Nashville;  assigned  to  Joseph  E.  Johnston’s  army  and  commanded 
a  brigade  under  Gen.  Loving,  at  the  battle  of  Bentonvi’le,  N.  C.,  1865,  when 
Johnston  surrendered.  He  returned  to  his  home  and  resumed  planting  oper¬ 
ations,  and  was  chosen  probate  judge  of  Lauderdale  county.  He  was  an  old 
line  Whig,  a  "Know-Nothing”  after  1865,  a  democrat.  Married:  October  8. 
1850  at  Florence  to  Elizabeth  Perkins,  daughter  of  William  O’Neal  and  Rebecca 
f Meredith)  Perkins,  of  Lauderdale  County.  Children:  1  William,  m.  Sarah 
Weakley;  2,  Jane;  3,  Mary  Steele;  4,  Sallie  Moore;  5,  Eleanora  Kirkman,  m.

William  Moore  Jackson,  pianter  and  public  official,  was  born  June  19. 
1824,  in  Lauderdale  county,  and  died  December  21,  1899,  at  Florence;  son  of 
James  and  (Sarah  Moore-McCollough)  Jackson  of  "The  Porks,”  l''lorence; 
brother  of  James  Jackson  Jr.  He  was  educated  by  private  tutors,  entered  the 
University  of  North  Carolina;  studied  law  at  Transylvania  University.  Ky.,  but 
engaged  more  extensively  in  cotton  planting  than  in  the  practice  of  his  pro¬ 
fession.  He  acquired  large  tracts  of  land  both  in  Alabama  and  Arkansas  and 
during  the  latter  part  of  the  War  of  Secession,  he  caused  to  be  burned  three 
hundred  bales  of  cotton,  in  Arkansas,  to  prevent  it  falling  into  Federal  hands. 
In  1857,  he  repre.sented  Colbert  county  in  the  legislature;  in  the  senate  1859-65, 
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when  the  U.  S.  Military  forces  took  charge  of  the  administration  of  affairs 
in  Alabama.  Later  he  was  a  notary  public  in  Lauderdale.  He  was  a  democrat, 
a  member  of  the  convention  that  seceded  from  the  Union  and  voted  for  se¬ 
cession.  His  plantation  home  was  alternately  headquarters  for  Confederate 
and  Federal  officers.  A  division  of  General  Hood’s  army  was  encamped  on 
his  plantation,  at  one  time,  while  Generals  Stephen  D.  Lee,  Frank  Cheatham 
and  A.  T.  Stewart  were  guests  at  his  home.

George  Moore  Jackson,  youngest  son  of  James  Jackson,  Sr.,  and  Sarah 
(Moore-McCollough)  Jack.son,  was  born  at  his  father’s  place,  “The  F'orks  of 
Cypress’’  February  17,  1829.  He  married  Sarah  Cabell  Perkins  of  Lauderdale 
county  and  settled  in  the  adjoining  county  of  Colbert  and  engaged  in  planting. 
He  died  January  1,  1883.  The  number  of  his  children  is  unknown  to  the 
writer.  Alex  Jackson  of  Florence  and  Admiral  Richard  H.  Jackson,  of  the 
U.  S.  Navy  are  his  sons.  He  served  as  a  private  in  Co.  H.  in  the  C.  S.  Army, 
which  was  a  part  of  Williams’  Battalion,  but  afterwards  attaclied  to  Col. 
John  Burtwell’s  regiment,  Roddy’s  Cavalry  brigade. 

Alexander  Jackson,  son  of  George  Moore  and  Sarah  Cabel  (Perkins) 
Jackson,  the  oldest  of  their  children,  was  born  at  “The  Forks’’  his  grand¬ 
father’s  home  July  4,  1854  and  grew  up  in  Colbert  county.  Was  elected  county 
superintendent  of  education  of  that  county  for  two  terms.  Married  Septembe: 
24,  1902,  Mary  Cooper  of  that  county,  grand  niece  of  the  Hon.  William  Coopei’ 
of  Tuscumbia.  They  have  two  children,  Alexander  Jr.,  born  Feb.  20,  1904,  and 
Elizabeth  Hogun,  born  December  1,  1905,  Hogun  being  a  maternal  name  on  her 
mother’s  side,  being  a  descendant  of  Gen.  Jas.  Hogun,  who  was  commissioned 
Brigadier  General  from  North  Carolina  during  the  Revolutionary  war.  He  was 
captured  at  the  fall  of  Charleston  and  was  kept  a  prisoner  on  Sullivan’s  Island 
where  he  died  during  the  struggle.  He  was  offered  a  parole  but  w'ould  not 
leave  his  men. 

Alexander  Jackson  lives  at  1000  N.  Wood  Ave.,  Florence,  Ala,  and  owns 
part  of  his  maternal  grandfather’s  plantation. 

Admiral  Richard  Jackson,  U.  S.  Navy,  retired,  son  of  George  Moore 
Jackson,  grandson  of  James  Jackson  of  Ballabay,  Ireland,  and  Florence,  Ala., 
was  born  at  Moorefield,  his  father’s  place  in  Colbert  County,  Ala.,  May  10, 
1866.  He  completed  his  four  year  course  at  the  Naval  Academy  in  1887  and 
served  on  the  Boston  and  Trenton.  Di.scharged  from  the  naval  service  in  1889, 
he  was  commissioned  an  ensign  by  a  special  act  of  congress  for  con.si)icuous 
gallantry  when  the  Trenton  w^as  wrecked  at  Samoa.  Later  Admiral  Jackson 
served  aboard  the  Cushing  and  Puritan,  and  during  the  Spanish-American 
w^ar  he  was  on  duty  with  Admiral  Sampson’s  squadron  on  the  Foote.  Then 
followed  a  tour  of  duty  in  the  Asiatic  w'aters,  from  which  he  was  recalled  to 
serve  at  the  Naval  Academy.  Next  came  service  aboard  the  Colorado.  From 
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May  1903  to  November,  1910,  he  was  inspector  of  ordnance  at  the  naval  prov¬ 
ing  ground  at  Indian  Head,  Md.  He  commanded  the  Albany  and  later  the 
Helena.  In  April,  1913,  he  went  on  duty  with  the  general  board  of  the  navy 
department  and  served  for  two  years.  Next  he  commanded  the  Virginia.  In 
June  1917,  he  was  attached  to  the  American  Embassy  at  Paris  as  naval  attache 
and  liaison  officer,  and  for  this  service  was  awarded  the  naval  cross.  In 
March,  1918  he  attended  the  London  meeting  of  the  inter-Allied  naval  counci’, 
and  a  year  later  found  him  commanding  Naval  Base  No.  14  in  the  Azores. 

Following  a  period  in  the  naval  war  college  at  Newport,  R.  I.,  he  was 
given  a  temporary  commission  as  rear  admiral  in  June,  1919;  the  coinmission 
being  made  permanent  two  years  later.  Honors  followed  in  rapid  succession. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  general  board  from  October,  1920,  to  September,  1922, 
when  he  was  given  command  of  Battleship  Division  Six  of  the  Pacific  fleet. 
He  went  to  Washington  for  duty  again  in  May,  1923,  when  he  was  appointed 
assistant  chief  of  naval  operations.  In  December,  1925,  he  was  appointed  com¬ 
mander  of  battleship  divisions  of  the  fleet,  with  rank  of  vice  admiral  and  in 
July,  1926  became  commander-in-chief  of  the  battle  fleet  with  full  rank  of 
Admiral.  Pie  returned  to  the  general  board  in  July,  1927. 

Admiral  Jackson  holds  the  decoration  of  officer  of  the  French  Legion  of 
Honor.  Pie  also  was  awarded  the  diploma  and  insignia  of  the  grade  of  grand 
official  of  the  military  order  of  Aviz,  awarded  by  Portugal.  Admiral  Jackson 
was  retired  from  the  Navy  May  10,  1930,  and  resides  at  Florence,  Ala. 

Admiral  Jackson  is  a  gold  medalist  of  the  U.  S.  Naval  Institute  and  re¬ 
ceived  a  degree  of  Medicine  from  the  University  of  Virginia. 

He  has  been  awarded  campaign  medals  for  service  in  the  Spanish  War, 
the  Phillipines  Rebellion,  the  Boxer  campaign  in  China  and  the  World  War. 
During  the  World  War  he  represented  our  Navy  Department  at  the  Pk-ench 
Navy  Department,  in  addition  to  many  other  details  in  connection  with  the 
lureign  missions. 

James  Kirkman  Jackson,  business  man,  was  born  April  7,  1862,  at  Flor- 
('uce;  son  of  James  and  Elizabeth  (.Perkins)  Jackson  of  P’lorence,  the  former 
who  was  colonel  of  the  27th  Alabama  infantry,  regiment,  C.  S.  Army;  grand¬ 
son  of  William  O.  and  Pocahontas  Bolling  (Meredith)  Perkins  of  Lauderdale 
county;  great  grandson  of  Elisha  and  Sarah  Bolling  (Cabe’l)  Meredith  of 
Prince  William  County,  Va.,  the  latter  whose  grandfather  was  a  colonel  in  the 
Revolutionary  Army;  and  a  descendant  of  James  and  Sarah  (Moore)  Jackson, 
the  former  a  native  of  Ballabay,  County  Monaghan,  Ireland,  and  one  of  the 
pioneers  and  founders  of  Florence,  the  latter  a  lineal  descendant  of  Sir  John 
Yeamans  and  James  Moore,  colonial  governors  of  Carolina.  Mr.  Jack.son  re¬ 
ceived  his  early  schooling  under  a  tutor  at  Florence,  and  attended  the  State 
Normal  School,  at  that  place.  He  was  admitted  to  the  bar,  but  never  engaged 
in  the  practice  of  law.  In  1883  he  was  appointed  clerk  of  the  Alabama  rail- 
load  commission,  and  held^  that  position  for  four  years;  served  as  private  sec¬ 
retary  to  Gov.  Thomas  Seay,  1887-1890;  to  Gov.  Thomas  G.  Jones,  1390-1891, 
and  to  Gov.  Jelks,  1902-1907,  serving  the  last  three  months  of  that  time  under 
Governor  Comer;  was  elected  secretary  of  state  1894-1898.  He  is  a  democrat 
and  an  Episcopalian.  Married;  February  21,  1900,  at  Montgomery,  to  Helen 
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Gunter,  daughter  of  William  A.  and  Helen  (Poelnitz)  Gunter,  of  Marengo 
county.  Children:  1,  James  Kirkman,  Jr.;  2,  Helen.  Last  residence  Birming¬ 
ham.  Died  recently  but  date  unknown. 

Charles  P.  Jackson,  son  of  James  Jackson  II,  and  grandson  of  James 
Jackson,  the  immigrant  from  Ballabay,  Ireland,  clerk  of  the  Alabama  Railroad 
Commission  1888.  Residence  Birmingham,  Ala. 

James  Jackson  III,  son  of  Wm.  Moore  Jackson  and  grandson  of  James 
Jackson  the  immigrant  from  Ballabay,  Ireland,  married  Alt'iea  Wardlaw. 
Was  elected  mayof  of  Tuscumbia,  Ala.,  coming  of  age  after  his  election  but 
prior  to  taking  his  seat.  He  also  served  as  county  treasurer,  member  of  the 
state  senate  and  assistant  U.  S.  district  attorney. 

Thomas  Hunt  Jackson,  son  of  Wm.  Moore  Jackson,  grandson  of  James 
Jackson,  Sr.,  and  brother  of  James  Jackson  III,  married  Rebecca  McKay. 
Was  elected  and  served  as  city  attorney  of  Memphis,  Tenn. 

Henry  Melvihe  Jackson,  first  Protestant  Episcopal  coajutor  bi.shop,  dio* 
cese  of  Alabama,  was  born  July  28,  1848,  in  Leesburg,  Va.,  and  died  May  4 
1900,  at  his  home  “Roseland”  near  Eufaula;  son  of  Dr.  Samuel  K.  and  Anna 
(Calvert)  Jackson  who  lived  in  Norfolk,  Va.,  the  former  a  practicing  physician 
at  that  place,  and  was  born  in  Winchester,  Va.;  grandson  of  Rev.  J.  E.  Jack- 
son,  rector  of  the  EpLscopal  Church  in  Winchester,  Va.,  and  a  native  of  Eng¬ 
land,  and  of  George  Calvert,  of  Fauquier  County,  Va.  He  was  educated  at  tne 
Virginia  military  institute,  and  at  the  Virginia  theological  seminary,  where  he 
was  graduated  in  1873.  Almost  immediately  after  his  graduation,  he  took 
charge  of  his  first  parish  in  Montgomery  County,  Va.  He  was  ordained  deacon 
in  that  year  and  priest  in  1874.  In  October,  1875  he  took  charge  of  the  parish 
at  Greenvil’e,  S.  C.,  and  remained  in  that  place  until  October  of  the  next 
year.  He  became  rector  of  Grace  Church,  Richmond,  Va.,  in  succession  to  the 
celebrated  Dr.  Klnloch  Nelson,  and  remained  there  until  his  elevation  to  the 
Episcopate.  While  in  Richmond,  he  was  for  a  time  editor  of  the  ‘‘Southern  Pul¬ 
pit,”  afterwards  merged  into  the  ‘‘Pulpit  Treasury.”  He  received  the  degree 
of  doctor  of  divinity  from  Randolph  Macon  College  in  1885,  and  from  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  the  South  in  1891.  He  was  consecrated  bishop  in  St.  Paul’s  Church, 
Selma,  January  21,  1891  by  Bishop  Wilmer,  becoming  the  first  coajutor  bishop 
of  the  diocese  of  Alabama.  Married:  (1)  in  1874  to  Miss  Lloyd,  daughter  of 
John  J.  Lloyd,  of  Mt.  Ida,  Va.;  (2)  Miss  Pace,  daughter  of  James  B.  Pace,  of 
Richmond,  Va.;  (3)  to  Carrie  Toney,  of  Eufaula.  Last  residence:  ‘‘Roseland,” 
near  Eufaula. 

James  Monroe  Jackson,  physician,  was  born  April  12,  1826,  at  Culleoka, 
Maury  County,  Tenn.,  and  died  December  20,  1914,  at  Gunter.sville;  son  of  Har- 
bert  and  Martha  (Gill)  Jackson,  natives  respectively  of  Maury  County,  Tenn., 
and  of  Botetourt  County,  Va.,  a  farmer,  and  died  in  1845;  grandson  of  Marck 
Jackson,  a  native  of  Georgia,  captain  in  the  War  of  the  Revolution,  who  lived 
to  be  a  hundred,  dying  in  1828.  He  was  of  Scotch-Irish  descent.  Dr.  Jack- 
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son  was  reared  on  a  farm.  His  early  education  was  acquired  in  the  neighbor¬ 
hood  schools  of  the  section,  and  he  graduated  at  Jackson  College,  Columbia, 
Tennennee,  1844,  with  the  degree  of  A,  B.  In  1845  he  removed  to  Somerville, 
Morgan  County,  and  studied  medicine  under  Dr.  William  G.  Gill.  Subse¬ 
quently  he  attended  the  University  of  Kentucky,  at  Louisville,  and  later  the 
Medical  College  of  South  Carolina,  at  Charleston,  from  wdiich  he  graduated 
in  1848,  with  the  degree  of  M.  D.,  standing  at  the  head  of  his  class.  He  re¬ 
turned  to  Somerville,  where  he  practiced  his  profession  until  1858,  at  which 
time  he  removed  to  Guntersville,  where  he  remained  to  the  close  of  his  suc¬ 
cessful  career  as  a  physician,  dying  at  the  advanced  age  of  eighty-nine.  He 
retired  from  the  practice  about  ten  years  before  his  death,  but  retained  an 
alert  interest  in  all  that  pertained  to  the  advancement  of  the  science  of  medi¬ 
cine  to  the  end.  At  the  beginning  of  the  War  of  Secession,  he  enlisted  in  a 
company  of  infantry  organized  at  Guntersville  by  Capt.  Isaac  Henry;  he  was 
sent  to  Clarksville,  Term.,  where  he  organized  the  Stuart  College  Hospital  of 
which  he  was  house  surgeon.  He  was  at  the  battle  of  Fort  Donelson  and  there 
surrendered  to  the  enemy  and  was  sent  to  Camp  Chase  and  thence  to  John¬ 
son’s  Island  where  he  was  chief  surgeon  of  the  Confederate  Hospital,  serving 
the  Federal  soldiers,  also.  After  his  release,  June,  1862,  he  went  to  Richmond, 
Va.,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Cedar  Run.  He  was  surgeon  at  the  post, 
Jackson,  Miss.,  and  had  charge  of  the  wounded  fi’om  the  battlefield  of  Perry- 
ville,  Ky.  Later  he  was  sent  to  Port  Hudson,  La.  He  was  appointed  surgeon 
ol  the  49th  Tennessee  Infantry  regiment  was  present  at  the  seige  of  Vicks¬ 
burg;  transferred  to  Chicamauga  and  participated  in  that  great  battle  as  also 

in  the  battle  of  Atlanta,  Peachtree  Creek  and  Franklin,  Tenn.  At  this  place 

0 

being  left  with  the  wounded  he  organized  the  McNutt  Hospital  of 
which  he  had  charge  until  1865.  He  was  sent  by  the  Federals  to  the  peniten¬ 
tiary  at  Nashville,  Tenn.,  and  from  there  to  the  military  prison  at  Camp  Mor¬ 
ton,  Ind.  There  he  was  held,  with  three  other  surgeons,  as  hostage  for  four 
Federal  surgeons  who  were  missing  at  the  battle  of  Franklin.  It  was  after¬ 
wards  ascertained  that  these  four  surgeons  had  deserted  the  Federal  army  or 
had  gone  to  their  homes.  He  remained  in  prison  until  the  surrender  at  Appo- 
matox  and  President  Lincoln  issued  his  proclamation. 

After  his  release  he  returned  to  Somerville,  where  his  children  then  were, 
and  later  resumed  his  practice  at  Guntersville.  He  was  a  democrat,  presby- 
teiian  and  Mason.  Married:  November,  1850  at  Somerville,  Eliza,  daughter 
of  Dr.  John  and  Martha  (Berry)  Wilkinson  of  that  place,  but  natives  of  Au¬ 
gusta,  Ga.  Mrs.  Jackson  lived  only  six  years  after  her  marriage,  leaving  an 
infant  which  followed  her  to  the  grave,  and  two  older  children.  Her  husband 
never  married  again.  Children:  1,  James  Lewellyn,  m.  Annie  Steger,  at  Marys¬ 
ville,  resides  at  Guntersville;  2,  Alice,  m.  Robert  B.  McKinney,  resides  in  Tuka, 
Miss.;  3.  Mattie,  d  in  Infancy.  Last  residence,  Guntersville. 

Jefferson  Franklin  Jackson,  lawyer,  was  born  November  23.  1821,  near 
Clayton,  Barbour  county,  at  that  time  a  part  of  Pike  county,  and  died  in  Mont¬ 
gomery  March  27,  1862;  son  of  Jacnlth  and  Prudence  (Alum)  Jackson,  natives 
of  Georgia,  who  removed  to  Alabama  and  lived  first  near  Clayton,  and  later 
in  Sumter  county;  grandson  of  Randall  Jackson  who  lived  in  Georgia  and 
Louisiana  and  who  died  in  Sumter  county  at  the  age  of  76,  his  wife  living  to 
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be  97.  He  was  educated  in  the  country  schools  near  Irvington,  later  attending 
the  Irvington  Literary  Institute,  where  he  was  assistant  teacher  as  well  as 
pupil.  In  June,  1839,  he  was  awarded  the  “quarterly  prize”  as  the  reward  ior 
close  application  to  his  studies  and  exceptional  conduct.  During  1840  he  taught 
school  in  Sumpter  county.  Quoting  from  his  diary,  dated  Bridgeport,  Conn., 
June  21,  1841:  “I  left  home  May  21st,  and  all  that  I  hold  dear  on  earth,  and 
with  my  almost  broken  heart,  set  out  for  Connecticut  to  acquire  a  thorough  col¬ 
legiate  and  aqcomplished  education;  I  being  convinced  of  the  importance  of 
such  a  course,  had  labored  about  two  years  incessantly  in  a  thousand  ways 
before  I  could  get  the  consent  of  my  parents,  friends,  and  the  wherewith  to 
leave  home.  Became  a  member  immediately  of  Rev.  Henry  Jones’  boarding 
school.”  Here  he  prepared  himself  for  Yale  College,  which  he  entered  in  1842. 
In  1846  Yale  conferred  upon  him  an  A.  B.  degree  and  during  1846  and  1847  he 
was  a  student  in  the  Cambridge  Law  school.  In  the  latter  year  he  was  ad¬ 
mitted  to  the  practice  in  Montgomery.  He  served  as  U.  S.  District  attorney  for 
the  northern  and  middle  districts  of  Alabama  under  the  administration  of 
President  Zachary  Taylor  and  Millard  Fillmore.  Gov.  Reuben  Chapman  ap¬ 
pointed  him  agent  to  investigate  and  settle  the  account  relating  to  the  five  per 
cent  fund  between  the  United  States  and  Alabama.  He  proceeded  to  Washing¬ 
ton  and  on  January  2,  1850,  Gov.  H.  W.  Collier  in  his  message  to  the  legisla¬ 
ture  on  “The  Five  Per  Cent  Fund”  speaks  of  his  work  as  the  State’s  representa¬ 
tive  in  the  following  terms:  “The  services  of  Mr.  Jackson  have  been  eminently 
beneficial  to  the  State  in  causing  a  revision  of  an  old  and  complicated  account, 
and  inducing  the  recognition  of  the  right  of  the  state  to  a  large  sum  of  money. 
But  for  the  industry  and  perserverance  of  himself,  or  some  other  agent  equally 
astute  and  untiring  the  errors  he  discovered  might  never  have  been  brought 
to  light.”  He  recovered  $104,729.66  for  Alabama.  On  April  21,  1856,  he  was 
admitted  as  an  attorney  and  counselor  of  the  U.  S.  Court  of  Claims,  at  Wash¬ 
ington.  He  was  a  Whig,  a  Presbyterian,  and  a  member  of  Alpha  Delta  Phi 

college  fraternity  at  Yale.  Married:  February  2,  848,  in  Boston,  to  Eleanor 
Clark,  daughter  of  Daniel  and  Eleanor  (Clark)  Noyes  of  that  place.  The 

former  was  the  son  of  Lieut.  Ephraim  and  Sarah  (Dike)  Noyes,  who  married 

in  1779  at  Bridgewater,  Masss.,  and  graduated  at  Yale  college  in  1812.  He  was 
descended  from  Norman-English  ancestry,  the  name  first  appearing  as  James, 
Crusader,  Knight  of  the  Battle  of  Hastings;  William  Noyes,  was  the  attorney 
general  of  Charles  I;  William,  a  clergyman  of  the  diocese  of  Salsbury  was  the 
father  of  two  sons,  James  and  Nicholas,  both  graduates  of  Oxford,  who  came 
to  America  in  1865,  and  built  a  home  at  Newbury,  Mass.,  which  is  still  in  the 
family.  Daniel  Noyes  was  the  great  grandson  of  James,  hence  his  daughter 
>vas  the  greag-great  granddaughter  of  James  Noyes.  Eleanor  Clark  was  of 
English  ancestry,  the  family  coming  originally  to  America  from  Dorchester, 
the  daughter  of  Richard  Clark  and  wife,  who  was  a  Miss  Hayden,  the  grand¬ 
daughter  of  Col.  Hayden,  the  former  of  whom  was  a  Revolutionary  soldier, 
Dorchester,  Mass.,  who  after  the  cessation  of  hostilities  removed  to  Maine, 
where  he  took  up  lands  with  General  Knox,  settling  there.  Children:  1,  Charles 
Whiting  m.  Sallie  Lillian  Hart  of  Eufaula,  two  children;  2,  Franklin  Winston, 
died  November  21,  1914;  3,  William  Noyes,  m.  Lucie  E.  Marks,  daughter  of  Dr. 
Benjamin  Rush  Jones;  4,  Ellen  Madeline,  died  November  4,  1904.  Last  resi¬ 
dence,  Montgomery. 
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J.  F.  B.  Jackson,  railroad  contractor,  legislator,  and  colonel,  C.  S.  Army, 
was  born  January  31,  1832,  in  Frankling  County,  Ga.,  and  died  in  Birmingham, 
at  an  advanced  age;  son  of  William  and  Lucy  (Morris)  Jackson,  both  natives 
of  Georgia;  brother  of  Eppy  W.,  captain  in  the  11th  Georgia  Infantry  Regi¬ 
ment,  at  Second  Manassas;  of  Benjamin  F.,  sergeant  In  the  4th  Georgia  cav¬ 
alry,  at  Chicamauga;  of  John  M.,  major  of  the  43rd  Georgia  Infantry  regiment, 
at  Jonesboro;  and  of  Thomas  A.  captain  in  a  Georgia  regiment  who  died  in 
1865,  from  the  effects  of  wouitds  received  in  battle.  He  began  his  biisines.s 
career  at  the  age  of  18  years  and  in  1861,  was  a  lieutenant  of  the  “Dalton 
Guards,”  Dalton,  Ga.  He  entered  the  Confederate  service  with  this  company 
in  the  spring  of  1861,  and  was  promoted  lieutenant-colonel  on  the  organization 
of  the  29th  Georgia  regiment  which  was  sent  to  Virginia  and  participated  in 
the  mountain  campaign  under  General  R.  E.  Lee.  Later  his  regiment  wa.''  in 
East  Tennessee  and  the  Kentucky  campaign  under  Gen.  E.  Kirby  Smith,  and 
in  1862-63,  was  sent  to  Mississippi  as  part  of  Cumming’s  brigade  of  Stevenson’s 
division,  for  the  defense  of  Vicksburg.  He  was  appointed  colonel  and  par¬ 
ticipated  in  the  battles  of  Laurel  Hill,  Locust  Lane  and  Sewell  Mountain,  W. 
Va.,  Tazewell,  Tenn.,  Richmond,  Ky.,  Chickasaw,  Bayou  and  Baker’s  Creek, 
Miss.  Subsequently  he  took  part  in  all  of  the  battles  of  the  campaign  under 
General  J.  E.  Jolmston,  including  Rocky-Face  Mountain,  Resaca,  New  Hope 
Church,  Kenesaw  Mountain  and  Peachtree  Creek,  He  received  three  wounds, 
the  last  incapacitating  him  for  military  service.  After  the  war  he  represented 
his  county  in  the  first  constitutional  convention  of  Georgia.  His  chief  oc¬ 
cupation  for  a  number  of  years  was  railroad  contracting  which  brought  him  t  j 
Birmingham  in  1871  as  constructor  of  over  one  hundred  miles  of  th  Louisvi’le 
and  Nashville  Railroad  through  Alabama,  and  was  later  superintendent  ol 
roads  of  Jefferson  county.  He  was  a  member  of  W.  K.  Hardee  Camp,  United 
Confederate  Veterans.  Married.  (1)  in  1859,  to  Matilda  C.  Morids;  (2)  in  186/ 
to  Sallie  Hoke,  of  Greenville,  S,  C.  Last  residence,  Birmingham. 

William  Richard  Jackson,  physician,  was  born  June  16,  1864,  at  Chireno, 
Nacogdoches  County,  Texas;  son  of  William  Daniel  and  Mary  Adelia  (Brown) 
Jackson,  who  lived  at  Chireno,  Texas,  the  former  a  native  of  Conecuh  court./, 
who  served  in  the  C.  S.  Army  as  cavalryman  under  General  Crump  in  the 
ti ans-Mississippi  department  during  the  four  years’  war  of  secession;  grand¬ 
son  of  W.  E.  and  Martha  Jackson,  who  lived  in  South  Carolina  and  of  Robert 
Owen  and  Nancy  W.  (Crouch)  Brown  who  lived  in  Natchez,  Miss.  His  great¬ 
grandfather  Jackson  came  to  South  Carolina  from  near  York,  England,  and 
his  great  grandfather  Crouch  came  to  Tennessee  from  Holland.  He  received 
his  early  schooling  in  Texas,  at  Chireno,  at  Nacogdoches,  and  at  Woodville; 
attended  the  University  of  Nacogdoches,  1884-1885;  and  receoived  the  degree 
of  M.  D.,  from  the  University  of  Alabama  at  Mobile  in  1883.  He  studied  at  the 
Polyclinic  Hospital  in  New  York  City,  1895  and  1906;  at  the  New  York  po.A 
graduate  school,  1895;  visited  Europe  in  1902  and  studied  surgery,  gynecology, 
and.  pathology  in  Berlin,  Vienna  and  London;  and  studied  in  Philadelphia  in 
1908.  He  entered  upon  the  practice  of  medicine  in  Mobile  in  1888,  and  has 
continued  in  that  place.  He  was  assistant  demonstrator  of  anatomy  in  the 
HiGdical  department  of  the  University  of  Alabama,  1888-1891  demonstrator  of 
anatomy,  1891-1895;  and  professor  of  surgery,  1900-1912.  He  has  been  visiting 
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surgeon  of  the  City  Hospital  and  Southern  Infirmary  at  Mobile,  and  has  been 
president,  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  Mobile  County  Medical  Society.  He 
is  a  democrat,  a  Methodist,  serving  as  a  steward  in  the  church  for  20  years; 
is  an  Odd  Fellow,  a  Knight  of  Pythias;  a  Thirty-second  degree  Mason;  and  a 
member  of  the  Scottish  Rite  and  Shriners.  Married;  July  17,  1889,  at  Suitman, 
Miss.,  to  Irene,  daughter  of  Emanuel  and  Frances  (Potter)  Alvarez,  who  lived 
at  Mobile.  Her  father  was  of  Spanish  and  French  origin  and  her  mother  wa.s 
Lorn  in  North  Carolina.  Last  residence.  Mobile. 

Samuel  Jackson  came  from  Georgia  where  he  was  born  about  1800,  and 
located  in  what  is  now  Walker  county,  (that  being  before  the  county  was  or¬ 
ganized)  where  he  married  and  reared  a  family.  His  sons  were  Samuel,  Wil¬ 
liam,  Jonathan,  David  and  Abner. 

Samuel  Jackson  2nd,  married  and  reared  a  family  in  Walker  county; 
he  was  once  sheriff  of  the  county.  His  sons  are  Willis,  John  David,  Thomas  J., 
Samuel  3rd,  and  Lee,  all  of  whom  have  reared  families  in  Walker  county, 
and  are  still  living  in  the  county.  They  are  democrats.  Most  of  this  family 
of  Jacksons  are  Baptist.  In  recent  years  some  of  the  young  generation  have 
joined  the  Church  of  the  Nazarene. 

G.  H.  (Bud)  Jackson  and  J.  Fred  Jackson  are  sons  of  John  David  Jack- 
son.  They  are  both  trusted  employes  of  the  Southern  Railroad  Company. 
S.  Walter  Jackson  is  a  son  of  Samuel  Jackson  III.  He  is  superintendent  of 
one  of  the  Brilliant  Coal  Company’s  mines. 

William  Rush  Jackson,  Judge  of  the  Probate  Court  of  Lawrence  County, 
Alabama,  and  formerly  served  two  terms  of  six  years  each  as  clerk  of  the 
circuit  court.  He  is  an  able  and  popular  public  official  and  was  a  business 
man  before  he  was  elected  to  office.  He  was  born  near  Mount  Hope,  in  Law¬ 
rence  County,  March  8,  1880.  His  grandfather,  James  D.  Jackson  and  his 
father,  John  N.  Jackson  were  both  born  in  Lawrence  county  and  spent  their 
lives  farming  in  the  Mount  Hope  community.  His  father,  John  N.  Jackson, 
ac:iuired  a  college  education  at  Murfreesboro,  Tenn.,  and  was  for  a  number 
i)f  years  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Education  and  was  a  leader  in  the  Baptist 
Church  of  his  locabty.  He  always  voted  as  a  democrat.  He  married  Eva 
Clark,  who  was  born  near  Mount  Hope  and  died  at  the  age  of  thirty-six.  Five 
children  were  born  to  them:  J.  Neil,  a  physician  who  died  at  Mount  Hope 
aged  42,  a  victim  of  influenza;  Robert  Clark,  a  merchant,  who  died  at  Mount 
Hope  of  influenza  in  1924,  also  aged  42;  William  R.;  Viola,  wife  of  Arthur  B. 
Young,  a  farmer,  merchant  and  cotton  ginner  at  Landersville,  Lawrence  county; 
and  John  J.,  an  employee  of  the  Sloss-Sheffield  Steel  &  Iron  Co.,  at  Rus¬ 
sellville. 

William  R.  Jackson  grew  up  on  his  father’s  farm  at  Mount  Hope,  was 
educated  in  the  public  schools  there  and  at  Howard  College.  Judge  Jackson 
is  a  democrat,  a  member  of  the  Baptist  Church,  has  been  secretary  for  a 
number  of  years  of  Moulton  Lodge  No.  6  F.  &  A.  M.,  a  member  of  Mayflower 
Camp  No.  43,  Woodmen  of  the  World  at  Moulton  and  Junior  Order  United 
American  Mechanics.  He  married  February  18,  1905,  Miss  Arrie  Young, 

daughter  of  Joseph  W.  and  Leota  (Wasson)  Young  of  Landersville.  She  was 
educated  at  Athens  Female  College. 
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Daniel  Webster  Jackson,  LaFayette,  Ala.,  lawyer,  son  of  John  M,  Jack- 
son  and  Mary  (Stewart)  Jackson,  was  born  on  a  farm  near  LaFayette,  Cham¬ 
bers  County,  Ala.,  February  18,  1889..  He  attended  school  at  Dudleyville  and 
East  Tallassee  and  worked  his  way  through  the  Camp  Hill  school  and  attended 
summer  school  at  the  University  of  Alabama.  He  taught  for  some  time  before 
embarking  in  the  law  profession.  He  served  on  the  Mexican  border  with 
Battery  C.  Alabama  Artillery  in  1916.  He  went  to  Montana  and  worked  on  a 
ranch,  and  was  principal  of  the  school  at  Columbia  Falls,  Montana.  In  Aug¬ 
ust,  1918,  he  enlisted  in  Battery  C.,  Twenty-seventh  Coast  Artillery  Corps,  was 
honorably  discharged  at  Newport  News,  Va.,  December  15,  1918.  He  then 

went  to  the  University  of  Alabama  and  worked  his  way  through  the  academic 

and  legal  departments,  receiving  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws.  He  has 
served  as  scoutmaster  of  the  Boy  Scouts.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Knights  of 
Pythias,  Past  Chancellor  of  Lodge  No.  15‘.  As  a  churchman  he  is  an  ardent 

Baptist.  See  letter  from  him  included  as  a  part  of  these  sketches.  On  De¬ 

cember  25,  1921  he  was  married  to  Miss  Zelma  Gaines,  daughter  of  a  prominent 
agriculturist.  Prior  to  and  since  her  marriage,  Mrs.  Jackson  has  been  home 
demonstration  agent  of  Chambers  County,  the  first  to  ho’d  this  position  in 
the  county.

Dear  Dr.  Jackson: 

Yours  of  March  28th  received.  I  have  a  complete  statement  of  our 
family  by  my  old  great  uncle  Andrew  Jackson,  but  have  been  unable  thus  far 
'to  find  it.  Our  people  have  been  in  this  county  since  1832  at  wlrich  time  the 
county  was  opened  after  the  Creek  Indians  were  removed.  My  great  grand¬ 
father  came  here  at  that  time  from  Harris  County,  Georgia.  However,  he 
was  born  in  a  northeast  county  of  Georgia.  I  do  not  remember  the  name. 
His  name  was  William  Jackson  but  known  in  this  county  as  Rock  Jackson  be¬ 
cause  he  oijerated  a  tombstone  business,  making  the  tomb  stones  from  rock 
he  mined  and  sawed  in  this  county.  He  sawed  rock  by  means  of  a  drill  driven 
by  water  power  on  a  branch  near  Red  Hill  School  house  in  this  county.  IR 
was  very  mechanical  mentally.  I  hear  new  stories  of  some  of  his  mechanical 
efforts  every  now  and  then.  He  also  operated  a  corn  mill  and  a  small  gin. 
li  it  would  be  interesting  I  could  write  you  some  of  his  mechanical  efforts. 

I  am  trusting  my  memory  on  this:  William  Jackson’s  grandfather  came 
to  this  country  in  1750.  He  landed  in  Virginia  and  made  his  home  in  Din¬ 
widdle  county.  His  name  was  Benjamin  Jackson.  I  believe  they  say  that  he 
and  possibly  some  of  his  sons  were  in  the  Revolutionary  War  from  Virginia. 
Afterwards  some  of  the  boys  went  into  one  of  the  Carolinas  and  later  into 
North  Georgia,  but  I  do  not  remember  the  name  of  that  son  who  was  the 
father  of  William  Jackson. 

William  Jackson  first  married  Martha  Foster.  There  were  born  to  them 
10  children.  He  married  a  second  time  to  a  Mrs.  Carter  and  there  were  three 
children  born  to  them.  His  oldest  son.  Burl  Jackson  had  three  children  only 
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one  of  whom  I  know.  George  I.  Jackson,  a  farmer  in  this  county.  The  next 
son  was  Edwin  Jackson  who  was  killed  in  the  Civil  War.  Then  John  Jackson 
who  lived  in  this  county  was  the  father  of  eight  children.  I  know  three  of  the 
sons,  Thomas,  Jim  and  Henry.  They  all  lived  in  Clay  county.  Thomas  Jack- 
son  is  Tax  Assessor  of  Clay  county.  I  am  sure  he  can  give  you  more  informa¬ 
tion  about  their  family.  His  brother,  Jim  Jackson,  operates  a  hotel  at  Clair- 
mont  Springs,  Clay  county.  Calvin  Jackson  was  the  father  of  live  children 
but  only  three  lived  to  be  grown.  The  oldest  child  was  John  M.  Jackson.  He 
was  the  father  of  14  children  but  there  are  only  10  living.  John  M.  Jackson 
was  a  county  politician  in  the  Populist  days  in  Tallapoosa  county  and  a  farmer; 
also  secretary  of  the  county  Farmers’  Alliance,  In  1899  he  moved  to  East  Tal- 
lassee,  Alabama.  He  was  later  made  Postmaster  of  that  town  and  was  such 
at  the  time  of  his  death  in  1910.  His  oldest  son  is  Olin  C.  Jackson,  a  chicken 
farmer,  near  Phoenix  City.  I  am  the  second  child  and  am  a  lawyer  and  county 
solicitor.  The  next  son  is  Ernest  O.  Jackson;  he  is  a  Baptist  preacher  and  i: 
the  pastor  of  the  Aliceville  Baptist  Church  in  Pickens  County,  Alabama.  The 
other  boys  are  in  Georgia.  I  have  a  sister,  Mrs.  John  V.  Henderson  at  Tusca¬ 
loosa.  She  is  a  teacher  of  the  Young  Matron’s  Class  having  about  100  in  the 
First  Baptist  Church.  I  am  the  general  superintendent  of  the  LaFayette  Bap¬ 
tist  Church.  O.  C.  is  the  superintendent  of  the  church  called  Pliiladelphia. 
A.  E.  Jackson  is  the  adult  superintendent  of  the  Highlands  Avenue  Church, 
Columbus,  Ga.  So  you  will  notice  a  religious  streak  in  the  family.  My  father 
was  always  the  leader  of  music  and  superintendent  of  the  Sunday  school  in  the 
church  as  far  back  as  I  can  remember.  I  am  a  deacon  in  the  church  here  and 
clerk  of  the  East  Liberty  Baptist  Association.  M.  A.  (Dock)  Jackson,  my 
father’s  only  brother,  lives  at  LaFayette  and  is  a  salesman  for  the  Ford  people 
Chambers  County  Motor  Company.  He  has  a  daughter  who  is  a  graduate 
nurse  in  Birmingham,  Thelma  Jackson.  His  other  two  children  are  young 
and  at  home. 

Andrew  Jackson,  the  next  son  of  William,  moved  to  Elmore  county  many 
years  ago.  He  was  a  school  teacher  and  a  surveyor  and  for  a  long  time  coun¬ 
ty  surveyor  for  Elmore  county.  He  had  quite  a  local  reputation  as  a  painter. 
1  saw  some  of  his  works.  I  saw  a  picture  of  Robert  E.  Lee  mounted  on  his 
horse,  the  canvas  being  something  like  eight  feet  square.  Andrew  Jackson 
had  a  desire  to  be  of  no  trouble  to  his  family  or  neighbors  in  emphasis  of 
which  long  before  his  death  he  had  built  his  own  tomb  and  coffin  for  himself 
and  wife.  The  tomb  was  large  enough  for  both,  also  it  is  rather  conspicuous 
in  a  small  country  grave  yard  about  half  way  between  Tallassee  and  We- 
tumpka.  He  was  rather  highly  educated.  I  do  not  know  much  of  his  family. 
One  of  his  daugliters  married  a  Reeves  and  lives  near  Prattville  in  Autauga 
county.  He  had  one  son  near  Millstead,  Alabama;  I  think  a  farmer  overseer. 

Nancy  Jackson  married  a  Harmon — Elias  Harmon.  They  had  eight 
children.  I  believe  they  are  all  living  in  Chambers  County,  Alabama.  All  of 
them  have  large  families.  The  oldest  son,  Allie  is  a  merchant  at  White  Plains, 
Chambers  County,  Alabama.  Andrew  Harmon  is  a  Hardshell  Baptist  preacher. 
All  of  the  others  are  farmers.  I  know  nothing  of  Larkin  Jackson.  The  young¬ 
est  chi’d  was  Jim  Jackson  and  he  was  of  the  second  marriage.  He  took  charge 
of  the  tombstone  business  at  the  death  of  his  father  and  moved  to  Five  Points, 
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Alabama;  after  operating  there  a  short  time  he  moved  to  Roanoke  and  carried 
on  his  business  there  until  his  death,  leaving  it  in  his  son’s  hands  is  my  un¬ 
derstanding.  I  do  not  know  his  name  and  it  may  have  passed  from  the  family 
by  now.  There  is  no  old  grave  yard  in  Chambers  county  that  has  not  a  large 
number  of  old  green  grey  tomb  stones  made  by  Rock  Jackson. 

This  is  probably  more  than  you  wanted  to  know  of  this.  Sorry  to  have 
delayed  but  my  information  was  mislaid.  I  have  not  yet  found  Uncle  Andrew 
Jackson’s  letter.  If  I  run  across  it  I  will  have  a  copy  made  and  forward  it 
to  you.

Hon.  George  Edward  Jackson,  mayor  of  Ashford,  Houston  County,  Ala¬ 
bama,  descended  from  the  stock  of  Jacksons  who  migrated  from  Virginia  to 
Georgia  before  1800.  Mayor  Jackson  was  born  in  Gwinnett  County.  Georgia, 
July  4,  1875,  son  of  Rev.  Edward  T.  Jackson  and  Annie  H.  (.Whiteworth)  Jack- 
son,  and  grandson  of  Berry  Jackson  who  was  born  in  Jackson  County,  Georgia, 
in  1802.  Berry  Jackson  was  the  youngest  of  his  parents’  fourteen  sons.  '  He 
took  part  in  the  early  troubles  with  the  Creek  Indians  in  Georgia  and  later 
in  life,  after  movipg  to  Gwinnette  county,  served  in  the  Mexican  War.  For 
many  years  afterwards  he  was  an  extensive  farmer  near  Waycross,  Ga.,  where 
he  died  in  1877.  His  wife,  the  grandmother  of  Mayor  Jackson,  was  a  member 
of  the  old  Langley  family  of  Georgia.  She  died  near  Clintonville,  Ala.  They 
were  members  of  the  Primitive  Baptist  Church.  Rev.  Edward  T  .Jackson, 
father  of  Mayor  Jackson,  was  born  in  Jackson  County,  Ga.  January  6,  1835  and 
died  at  Kingston,  Coffee  County,  Alabama,  in  1916.  He  was  for  many  years 
a  minister  in  the  Primitive  Baptist  Church.  In  young  manhood  he  engaged 
in  farming  in  Gwinnett  County,  Ga.,  moving  in  1879  to  Milton  County,  in  the 
same  state  and  from  there  came  to  Coffee  County,  Alabama,  in  1887,  where 
he  became  an  extensive  farmer.  He  married  Annie  H.  Whitworth,  who  was 
born  in  Jackson  County,  Ga.,  in  1842.  She  died  in  1922  near  Samson.  Ala. 
Their  children  were  seven  in  number:  Hiram  E.  a  farmer  in  Milton  County, 
Ga.;  Mary,  wife  of  Albert  Lenoir,  a  farmer  near  Andalusia,  Alabama;  William 
Thomas,  a  farmer  near  Samson;  Lula,  the  wife  of  John  W.  Stephens,  a  farmer 
near  Kingston,  Ala.  ; George  Edward;  John  Berry,  an  electrical  engineer  in 
Chicago  and  Claud  E.,  who  is  in  the  employ  of  a  Steamship  company  at. 
Mobile,  Alabama. 

Mayor  Jackson  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Coffee  county  and 
in  Newton  Junior  College,  Newton,  Ala.  After  teaching  several  years  in  the 
counties  of  South  Alabama  he  embarked  in  the  mercantile  business  at  Head¬ 
land,  Alabama  moving  to  Ashford  in  1912,  where  he  has  built  up  a  large  mer¬ 
cantile  business,  one  of  the  largest  general  merchandise  establishments  in 
Houstpn  county.  His  fellow  citizens  recognizing  in  him  the  qualities  of  leader¬ 
ship  in  civic  affairs  elected  him  to  membership  in  the  City  Council,  then  city 
clerk,  and  shortly,  mayor,  which  office  he  has  held  several  terms.  He  is  an 
outstanding  public  spirited  leader  in  civic  affairs  in  his  town  and  county, 
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serving  as  a  member  of  the  county  board  of  education.  He  is  a  democrat,  a 
deacon  in  the  Missionary  Baptist  Church,  past  Chancellor  Commander  of  Ash¬ 
ford  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias.  He  married  September  G,  1906  at  Headland, 
Ala.,  Miss  Pearl  Espy,  daughter  of  Thomas  F.  and  Fannie  c Searcy)  Espy.  She 
had  educational  opportunities  including  a  college  course.  They  have  two  sons. 
Edward  Gray  and  James  Theodore,  both  students  in  Howard  College,  at  Eir- 
mingham. 

Frederick  M.  Jackson,  has  been  prominent  in  the  business  and  industrial 
life  of  Birmingham  for  many  years.  He  was  born  on  a  farm  in  Perry  County, 
Alabama,  December  1,  1859.  His  father  Dr.  Robert  D.  Jackson,  was  a  sur¬ 
geon  in  the  Confederate  Army,  and  after  the  war,  in  18G8,  bought  a  plantation 
near  Selma  where  he  followed  farming  and  practiced  medicine.  PTed  Jackson 
was  reared  on  the  farm  and  educated  in  the  local  schools.  At  the  age  of  22 
years  he  went  into  the  service  of  the  Pratt  Coal  and  Coke  Co.,  as  time  clerk. 
He  was  with  that  company  and  its  successors  until  1888,  serving  as  cashier  and 
general  bookkeeper  for  the  Pratt  mines  division  of  the  Tennessee  Coal,  Iron 
Railroad  Company.  For  the  past  thirty  years  his  business  enterprises  have 
had  a  wide  variety  and  extent.  He  was  a  merchant  for  two  years,  was 
general  manager  of  the  Standard  Coal  Company,  assisetd  in  organizing 
the  Alabama  Consolidated  Coal  &  Iron  Co.,  of  which  he  was  gen¬ 
eral  manager.  He  retired  from  this  to  devote  his  energies  to  the  operations 
of  the  Blocton  Cahaba  Coal  Company.  He  is  chairman  of  the  board  of  di¬ 
rectors  of  the  National  Cast  Iron  Pipe  Company,  president  of  the  Perfection 
Mattress  and  Spring  Company  and  since  190G  has  been  president  of  the  Jef¬ 
ferson  County  Building  &  Loan  Association. 

Mr.  Jackson  was  a  pioneer  in  the  prohibition  movement  in  his  state  and 
a  prominent  worker  in  behalf  of  the  state-wide  prohibition  laws.  He  is  a 
Methodist  and  chairman  of  the  executive  committee  of  Woman’s  College  of 
Alabama  and  treasurer  of  the  Birmingham-Southern  College.  In  1918  he  was 
a  candidate  for  the  democratic  nomination  for  congress.  He  was  married  De¬ 
cember  21,  1881  to  Miriam  Cory.  Their  living  children  are  Miriam.  Fred  M. 
Jr.,  Phillip  and  Ervin. 

Columbus  Alexander  Jackson,  physician,  York,  Alabama,  son  of  Seaborn 
C.  Jackson,  grandson  of  Alexander  Jackson  and  great  grandson  of  Jesse  Jack- 
son,  who  came  from  North  Carolina,  locating  first  in  Sumter  County,  and  later 
in  Choctow  county,  at  a  small  country  hamlet  called  Lusk,  which  became  ex¬ 
tinct;  then  a  post  office  was  established  by  the  name  of  Toxey,  near  which 
the  subject  of  this  sketch  was  born.  Several  generations  of  this  branch  of  the 
family  lived  and  farmed  in  Choctow  county. 

Dr.  Jackson  has  two  living  brothers,  Roland  Jackson,  a  farmer  at  West 
Butler,  and  Samuel  J.  Tilden  Jackson,  in  the  insurance  business  in  Montgom¬ 
ery,  Dr.  Jackson  attended  the  schools  near  his  old  home  farm,  and  subse¬ 
quently  entered  the  medical  department  of  the  University  of  Alabama  at  Mo¬ 
bile,  where  he  graduated  with  the  degree  of  M.  D.,  May  1,  1908.  IF?  has  done 
post  graduate  work  in  New  Orleans  in  191G  and  1923  and  at  Sa.'uda,  N.  C.,  in 
1925.  He  began  practice  at  Toxey.  For  several  years  he  was  company  phy- 
.siclan  for  the  Jackson  Lumber  company  at  Ridgewood.  In  1923  he  located  at 
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York,  Ala.,  where  he  is  engaged  in  general  practice,  and  is  proprietor  of  York 
Drug  Company.  He  is  a  deacon  in  the  Baptist  Church  and  a  thirty-second 
degree  Scottish  Rite  Mason. 

Woodie  Terrell  Jackson  was  a  native  of  Georgia.  He  moved  to  Franklin 
County,  Alabama,  and  spent  the  remainder  of  his  life  there  as  a  fanner  and 
school  teacher.  He  was  a  Confederate  soldier.  His  wife  was  Irene  Payne  also 
a  native  of  Georgia. 

Isaiah  Terrell  Jackson,  son  of  Woodie  Terrell  Jackson  was  born  in  Marion 
County,  Alabama,  January  15,  1862  and  from  early  boyhood  has  lived  in  Frank¬ 
lin  county  and  is  still  engaged  in  farming  on  his  place  near  Phil  Campbell. 
He  has  also  followed  the  profession  of  teaching  and  surveying  and  still  does 
work  as  a  surveyor.  In  connection  with  his  farm  he  owns  and  operates  a  store 
on  Rural  Route  No.  3.  From  1921  to  1924  he  was  county  supervisor  of  roads 
in  Franklin  county.  He  is  a  republican,  a  member  of  the  Freewill  Baptist 
Church.  He  is  a  Mason  and  Odd  Fellow.  His  wife  was  Mary  Frances  Nix, 
born  in  Marion  county,  January  13,  1863.  They  became  the  parents  of  twelve 
children,  five  of  whom  died  in  early  childhood.  Thomas  Lee,  teacher,  sur¬ 
veyor,  World  War  veteran;  Irene,  married  D.  Fletcher  Faulkner,  a  farmer  near 
Phil  Campbell;  Burleigh  Edward  is  a  farmer.  Melvin  Davis  and  Emory  Ter¬ 
rell  are  partners  in  the  ownership  of  a  drug  store  at  Phil  Campbell.  Archie 
Leroy,  student  at  State  Normal  School  at  Florence.  Lucian  Leslie,  student  in 
school. 

Thomas  Lee  Jackson  was  born  in  Franklin  county,  near  Phil  Campbell, 
November  7,  1890.  He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Franklin  county 
and  attended  Haleyville  High  School.  In  1914  he  graduated  from  the  Sixth 
District  Agricultural  School  at  Hamilton.  He  served  as  principal  of  schools 
in  Franklin  county  till  1921,  serving  also  as  county  surveyor  from  1914  to  1919. 
He  has  served  as  postmaster  of  Phil  Campbell  since  Feburary  1,  1922.  His 
World  War  service  began  October  25,  1917  at  Camp  Pike,  Little  Rock,  Arkansas. 
He  was  transferred  to  Camp  Wheeler  then  to  Camp  Zachary  Taylor  receiving 
a  commission  as  second  lieutenant  of  artillery,  August  31,  1918.  He  was  hon¬ 
orably  discharged  December  1,  1918.  He  is  a  republican,  member  of  the  T  ree- 
will  Baptist  Church,  a  Mason,  having  served  as  Master  of  Lodge  No.  811  F.  Sz 
A.  M.,  and  Patron  of  Eastern  Star.  Ele  is  a  member  of  the  Scottish  Rite  con¬ 
sistory  and  is  a  Shriner,  member  of  Zamora  Temple,  Birmingham.  He  mar¬ 
ried  at  Russellville,  Ala.,  August  14,  1919,  Ollie  Adelle  Burleson.  She  is  a 
graduate  of  Florence  State  Normal  School. 

Dr.  John  Alexander  Jackson,  widely  known  and  skilled  physician  and 
.surgeon  of  Sulligent,  Lamar  County,  Ala.,  was  born  on  a  farm  three  and  a 
half  miles  northeast  of  Vernon  December  18,  1872.  His  grandfather,  Daniel 
Jackson,  was  a  native  of  Georgia  and  spent  all  his  life  in  that  state,  combining 
the  vocations  of  farming  and  ministry  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
South,  His  son,  John  Evans  Jackson  was  born  in  Georgia,  November,  1843, 
grew  up  in  that  state,  and  when  about  17  years  old  moved  to  Lamar  County. 
Alabama  and  soon  afterwards  established  what  was  long  known  as  the  Jack- 
son  homestead,  three  and  a  half  miles  northeast  of  Vernon,  where  he  was 
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successfully  engaged  in  farming  until  he  retired  in  1915,  spending  his  last  years 
in  Sulligent  where  he  died  October  23,  1923.  He  was  a  democrat,  an  active 
member  of  the  Baptist  Church,  and  was  a  Confederate  soldier  throughout  the 
War  between  the  States.  He  served  with  Company  I  of  the  Forty-third  Miss¬ 
issippi  Infantry,  and  was  present  at  the  battles  of  Murfreesboro,  Shiloh  and 
the  siege  of  Vicksburg.  He  married  Elizabeth  Borman  who  was  born  in  Geor¬ 
gia  in  1842  and  died  at  Sulligent  in  1912.  They  reared  a  family  of  six  children: 
Mary,  a  resident  of  Birmingham,  widow  of  John  W.  Presley,  who  was  a  mer¬ 
chant  at  Pocahontas,  Arkansas,  also  county  treasurer  of  Randolph  county  of 
that  state,  and  died  in  a  hospital  in  Memphis.  Nancy,  occupying  her  farm  in 
Lamar  county,  widow  of  William  W.  Thompson,  a  farmer;  Thomas,  who  op¬ 
erates  the  old  Jackson  homestead;  Lula,  wife  of  George  F.  Gilmer,  a  farmer 
near  Vernon;  John  A  and  Dora,  wife  of  William  A.  Thompson,  a  miner  at 
Miami,  Arizona. 

John  A.  Jackson  was  reared  on  his  father’s  farm,  graduated  with  the  de¬ 
gree  of  M.  D.  -at  Memphis  Hospital  Medical  College,  April  27,  1899.  He  prac¬ 
ticed  six  months  in  Marion  county  and  then  returned  to  his  native  county, 
where  he  has  enjoyed  a  steady  and  successful  practice  for  more  than  a  quar¬ 
ter  of  a  century.  In  1912  he  moved  to  Sulligent  and  established  his  home,  own¬ 
ing  his  home  and  other  property.  He  has  served  as  county  health  officer  of- 
Lamar  county,  and  member  of  the  city  council  of  Sulligent.  He  is  a  member 
of  the  Medical  Association  of  the  State  of  Alabama,  and  of  the  Lamar  County 
Medical  Society,  and  fellow  of  the  American  Medical  Association.  He  married 
at  Sulligent,  Ala.,  Feb.  1,  1900,  Miss  Dell  Hollis,  daughter  of  Col.  Daniel  W. 
and  Saphronia  (Guyton)  Hollis,  and  has  reared  a  family  of  six  children.  Dr. 
Jackson  is  a  democrat,  a  Baptist  and  Mason, 

Frank  Jackson,  Florence,  Ala.,  not  known  to  be  related  to  the  other 
Jacksons  of  Florence  mentioned  in  these  sketches.  His  father  was  Eristides 
Edward  Jackson,  came  from  Virginia,  when  he  was  2  years  old  with  his  two 
brothers,  uncles  of  Frank  were  John  Quincy  Jackson  and  Theodorick  Jackson. 
His  grandiuther  was  Benjamin  Jackson. 

Alva  Jackson,  physician,  Florence,  Ala.,  was  born  in  Chicago,  in  1885. 
His  father,  William  Robert  Jackson,  was  born  in  Leicestershire,  England,  in 
1852. 


Andrew  Jackson  was  born  in  South  Carolina,  moved  to  Oglethorpe 
County,  Ga.  Andrew  Jackson  Jr.,  son  of  Andrew  Jackson,  was  born  in  Oglethorpe 
County,  Ga.  Had  six  brothers  and  one  sister;  moved  to  Carroll  County,  Ga. 
Dennis  Silmon  Jackson,  son  of  Andrew  Jackson,  Jr.,  was  born  in  Carroll 
County,  Ga.,  moved  to  Alabama.  Has  been  in  the  employ  of  the  U.  S.  gov¬ 
ernment  in  the  revenue  service.  Resides  in  Walker  county.  Other  data  on 
this  family  is  not  available. 

Wash  Jackson,  moved  from  Edgefield,  S.  C.,  to  Arkansas,  then  to  Bibb 
County,  Ala.,  where  he  died  in  old  age.  He  was  a  farmer.  His  sons  were  John, 
William,  Henry  and  Andrew.  He  was  a  Baptist  and  democrat.  John  Jackson, 
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son  of  Wash  Jackson,  was  born  in  Bibb  county  and  is  still  living  there.  He  is 
a  farmer,  Baptist  and  democrat.  His  children  were  Jasper,  John,  George,  Wal¬ 
ter,  Luther,  Nannie  and  Vic.  The  sons  are  all  farmers  except  Walter,  who  is 
a  merchant.  They  are  all  Baptists  and  democrats.  Jasper  Jackson,  son  of 
John  Jackson,  was  born  in  Bibb  county,  July  2,  1872  and  still  lives  in  his  native 
county.  He  is  a  farmer.  Baptist,  democrat  and  Mason.  He  has  two  children, 
Harvey,  of  Jasper,  Ala.,  and  Mns.  Harvey  Wright,  Guntersville,  Ala.  Harvey 
S.  Jackson,  of  Jasper,  Ala.,  grandson  of  John  and  great  grandson  of  Wash 
Jackson,  was  born  in  Bibb  county,  January  25,  1895.  He  is  a  Baptist,  democrat. 
Mason,  M.  W.  A.  Employed  as  salesman  for  Tatum  Chevrolet  Company,  Jas¬ 
per,  Ala.  Data  is  lacking  on  the  lives  of  other  members  of  this  family. 

Francis  S.  Jackson,  lawyer,  was  elected  solicitor  of  the  Eighth  Circuit 
in  1838.  He  resigned  shortly  after  the  election  of  his  brother-in-law,  Gen. 
John  P.  Booth,  as  Judge  of  the  same  circuit,  and  afterwards  settled  in  Mont¬ 
gomery.  In  1850  he  opposed  Judge  Goldthwaite  for  the  circuit  court  bench 
but  was  unsuccessful.  He  represented  Montgomery  county  in  the  tsate  legis¬ 
lature  in  1851.  In  1852  he  opposed  Gov.  John  G.  Shorter  for  the  circuit  judge- 
ship  but  was  again  defeated.  He  was  a  democrat  without  the  Southern 
Rights  features.  He  removed  to  Pensacola,  Fla.,  where  he  died  of  yellow  fever. 

Elisha,  Green  and  Wingate  Jackson  were  brothers  and  lived  in  Georgia. 
Green  and  Wingate  came  to  Alabama  and  settled  in  Elmore  county,  near 
Electic.  They'  were  planters.  Baptists  and  democrats.  Green  Jackson  had 
five  sons,  John  Dawson,  George  Gilmore,  Duckworth,  Lorezna  Daw,  and  Mi’l- 
ard  Filmore.  The  writer  never  knew  any  of  this  family  except  John  Dawson 
Jackson  and  his  family.  He  had  three  sons,  Elisha,  Dow  and  John  Eler;  six 
daughters,  Edna,  Gertrude,  Effie,  Mamie,  Zora  and  Nettie.  John  Eler  was 
killed  by  accident  when  he  was  a  young  man.  Edna  married  Kirby,  then  Evers; 
Gertrude  married  R.  H.  Palmer  and  the  writer  has  been  their  family  physician 
since  their  marriage,  almost  40  years.  Effie  married  Edwards;  Mamie  married 
Cross;  Zora  married  Tucker,  and  I  can’t  recall  who  Nettie  married. 

William  Jackson,  a  pioneer  settler  in  Chambers  county,  known  in  that 
county  as  “Rock”  Jackson — see  letter  from  Daniel  W.  Jackson  of  LaFayette, 
included  as  part  of  these  sketches.  He  died  in  Chambers  county.  He  wa,5 
twice  married  and  reared  a  large  family,  eight  boys:  Burl,  John,  William,  Ed¬ 
win,  Calvin,  Andrew,  Larkin  and  James;  six  girls,  four  of  wliom  lived  to  raise 
families. 

John  Jackson,  son  of  William  (Rock)  Jackson,  was  reared  in  Chambers 
county  and  died  at  Lineville  in  Clay  county.  He  raised  eight  children,  four 
boys  and  four  girls.  The  boys,  Thomas  J.,  tax  assessor  of  Clay  county,  Ash¬ 
land,  Ala.;  James  W.,  Clairmont  Springs,  Clay  county;  Henry  L.,  Lineville; 
Joe  (the  writer  don’t  know  anything  about  him).  The  oldest  girl  married  J.  S. 
Jackson  and  lives  near  Wilsonville,  Ala.  The  second  girl  married  Bass,  lived 
in  Elmore  county,  died  about  20  years  ago.  She  raised  two  girls.  The  third 
girl  married  Strickland,  raised  four  boys,  died  at  Albertville,  Ala.  The  fourth 
girl  married  Carpenter  and  lives  in  Florida. 
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Andrew  Jackson,  son  of  William  (Rock)  Jackson  lived  many  years  in  El¬ 
more  county.  Died  near  Electic  leaving  a  widow  and  some  children — see  let¬ 
ter  from  Dan.  W.  Jackson  included  as  part  of  these  sketches.

Building,  Birmingham,  Alabama. 

Edmond  C.  Jackson,  proprietor  of  Jackson  Hotel,  Jasper,  Ala.  Been  in 
hotel  business  past  five  years;  formerly  commercial  traveler.  Born  in  Harris 
County,  Georgia.;  is  a  democrat  and  Methodist.  Came  to  Alabama  in  1904. 
Father,  John  C.  Jackson,  retired  merchant,  Columbus,  Ga.,  born  in  Harris 
County  Ga.;  grandfather,  John  Jackson,  born  in  Georgia,  died  and  was  buried 
at  Columbus,  Ga.,  in  1895.  He  was  a  school  teacher. 

There  are  other  families  of  Jacksons  In  Alabama  of  whom  I  have  been 
unable  to  get  any  history,  among  them  the  family  of  T.  J.  Jackson  of  Selma. 

In  compiling  these  sketches,  I  cannot  include  all  the  sources  from  which 
J  have  gleaned  information.  I  have  found  some  conflicting  statements  by 
different  historians  and  persons  who  have  kept  family  records,  but  I  have 
taken  them  all  together  and  arrived  as  nearly  at  the  facts  as  possible  after 
comparing  different  statements  and  giving  due  weight  to  the  most  reliable 
sources  of  information.  I  gleaned  much  of  the  information  from  Pickett’s 
History  of  Alabama;  Owen’s  History  and  Dictionary  of  Alabama  Biography, 
and  Moore’s  History  of  Alabama.  I  am  indebted  to  Mrs.  William  M.  Teague, 
of  Montgomery;  Mrs.  S.  W,  Foster,  of  Atlanta;  Miss  Lizzie  Banks  Pickett  of 
Montgomery;  Daniel  W.  Jackson  of  LaFayette;  T.  J.  Jackson,  of  Ashland;  and 
Alex.
